He is а charter member of Andrews Chapter No. 15, О. Е. S. 
and holds a life membership. He is now the Worthy Patron of his 
Chapter and has served in this capacity for several terms. 

For a number of years he has been a member of the Jurispru- 
dence Committee of the Grand Lodge. 

He is an honorary member of Dillsboro Lodge No. 459, Dills- 
boro, N. C., North Wilkesboro Lodge No. 407, North Wilkesboro, 
N. C., Pigeon River Lodge No. 386, Canton, М. C., and Robbins- 
ville Lodge No. 672, Robbinsville, N. C. 

He is the first Grand Master of Masons of North Carolina to 
be elected to this high office whose residence was west of Asheville 
in more than fifty years, and the second in the history of the 
Grand Lodge. He is а product of Western North Carolina and is 
justly proud of this fact and has spent his entire life serving his 
own people.

RESOLUTION 


* ‘WHEREAS, the one hundred and fifty-eighth Annual Com- 
munication of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina was postponed, 
by Order of the Grand Master, from the third Tuesday in April, 
1945, the regular time provided by the Masonic Code, until Novem- 
ber 6, 1945, on account of certain regulations of the Office of De- 
fense Transportation of the Government of the United States pro- 
hibiting conventions composed of more than fifty persons, 


‘Now, therefore, be it resolved: 


“1. That the action of the Grand Master, postponing the one 
hundred and fifty-eighth Annual Communication from the third 
Tuesday in April, 1945, until November 6, 1945, be and is hereby 
approved, 


‘2. That the present Communication, convened on Tuesday, 
November 6, 1945, be and is hereby declared to be as and for the 
one hundred and fifty-eighth Annual Communication of the Grand 
Lodge of North Carolina. 


‘3. That all acts and things done at the present Communica- 
tion be and are hereby declared to be as valid as if they had been 
done at the regular time for the one hundred and fifty-eighth An- 
nual Communication of the Grand Lodge." 


M.'.W..EpGAR W. TIMBERLAKE: “You understand 
that the purpose of this resolution is to approve the ac- 
tion of the Grand Master in the necessary postponement 
of the Annual Communication, this year, from its regu- 
lar time to the present date, and also to avoid any ques- 
tion arising in any future generations of any irregularity 
of this Communication of the Grand Lodge. Those now 
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present understand it. However, it might be that fifty 
years from now, people might not understand it. 


“T move the adoption of the resolution." 
The resolution was unanimously adopted. 


The Past Grand Masters, the District Deputy Grand 
Masters and the Representatives of Other Grand Lodges 
were accorded Grand Honors. 


26 PROCEEDINGS OF THE . 
GRAND MASTER'S ADDRESS 


The Grand Master made the following address, which 
was referred to the Board of General Purposes: 


DEAR BRETHREN: 
I 


We are convened in the 158th Annual Communication 
of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina. The time of meet- 
ing is about six and one-half months later than is provid- 
ed in our Constitution and Laws. The delay and postpone- 
ment was because of, and in conformity to, a regulation 
issued by a War agency of the Government restricting 
the use of travel and hotel facilities to such extent that 
we could not meet in full attendance in April. 


In taking notice of the mentioned restriction and its 
effect on our appointed Grand Lodge Communication for 
April 17, 1945, I issued on March 15th an Order declaring 
that in recognition of a regulation of the Office of De- 
fense Transportation restricting travel, no preparations 
or arrangements would be made to convene the Grand 
Lodge of North Carolina in April, and declared that im- 
mediately upon the lifting of the restrictions in travel, a 
full and ample communication would be called. 


On August 20, 1945, in recognition of notices in the 
newspapers immediately after “V-J?” Day, and the re- 
lease of gasoline from rationing, I took the matter of re- 
lief of restrictions on conventions to the Office of De- 
fense Transportation for the text of the new ruling, in 
which it was found that conventions were permitted with 
limit of one hundred fifty persons traveling from other 
than the local commuting area. This did not appear to be 
of particular service in calling full attendance for the 
Grand Lodge. 


The Office of Defense Transportation, through its 
Committee on War Conventions, on September 3, 1945, 
lifted all restrictions on statewide conventions, with a 
remaining restriction limiting to twenty-five the number 
of those permitted to attend a statewide assembly, but 
traveling from outside the state. 


On September 4th, I set in motion the preparation of

(a! In recognition of and in compliance with the Regulation-by The Office of De- 
fense Transportgtion, an Agency of the United States Government to promote the 
National War Effort, through which Regulation restriction is now effective, for an in- 
definite period, on the use of travel and hotel facilities, NO PREPARATION or AR- 
RANGEMENTS are being made for the Regular convening of the Grand Lodge of 
North Carolina on the third Tuesday in April, 1945, as provided for in the Code; and 
| further declare that, immediately upon the lifting of the mentioned Regulation and 
restriction, a Communication of the Grand Lodge will be called to convene in Raleigh 
for the purpose of considering all business that then may be presented. 


(b) During such effective period of postponement, all budgeted appropriations 
and disbursements authorized at the Grand Lodge in April, 1944, are ordered contin- 
ued and extended, within and according to the rules and regulations having effect as 
of authorization in April, 1944. 

(c) All officers, agents and committees of the Grand Lodge, whether elected or 
appointed, shall carry on during the above recognized interval of postponement, un- 
der the same duties and practice as prescribed for each at and after the Grand Lodge

Temple, Raleigh, North Carolina, requiring all Officers, Members, 
Representatives, Boards, Activities and Committees to take due 
notice of this Order and to govern themselves accordingly. 


It is further Ordered that all reports, appeals, petitions, and 
any and every item of business, without limitation, shall be then 
considered and transacted, within the law and the pleasure of said 
Grand Lodge, which could be considered and transacted at an Annual 
Communication thereof.

We, all of us, rejoice that the death and horror and 
destruction of the War is ended in Victory for our side. 
For that magnificent achievement we give thanks to the 
Great Architect of the Universe, that through the teach- 
ings and guidance of our people in His ways, the Victory 
has come. We now know that the American way of life 
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‚ and the character of our people and the system of peace- 
time enterprise that has developed consequent upon that 
way of life, has magnificently and unequivocally made 
victory in the battles decisive and complete.. The un- 
matched courage and skill in battle of our American 
soldiers, sailors and marines, caught up as they were 
from the pursuits of peaceful lives into the fiercest of all 
wars, has astonished all of the World. 


The almost miraculous flow from our American pro- 
duction enterprise of the tools and implements of war 
to our own forces and the forces of our Allies has gen- 
uinely amazed the peoples of the earth. We shall never 
again be despised as а weak and ineffective people sc 
long as we hold onto God and our self-respect and to our 
ideals of Freedom and Justice. 


There comes now the task of reconversion and of re- 
orientation and of readjustment of our spiritual, moral, 
social and economic patterns and practices in the pursuits 
and conventions of peace. Will we, the American people, 
proven so great in war, this time rightfully and right- 
eously enter upon this second opportunity within a gen- 
eration and lend ourselves actively and effectively to 
bring about peace on earth and good will among men? 


To us, here, as Masons, the new situation brings its 
challenge. For about a thousand years our Society has 
recognized and taught the indispensable validity in any 
decent social structure of Friendship, Morality, Brother- 
ly Love, Relief and Truth. Let us not too easily and com- 
fortably acquit ourselves in the harvesting of the divi- 
dends of spectacular welfare and relief projects. Relief 
and welfare work are fundamentally the documentations 
of inadequacy or misfortune. These cannot be overlooked 
nor neglected by the fortunate and competent, because 
to.attend to such mischance of others is а natural and 
inevitable outflow from every individual who is moved 
by Friendship and Brotherly Love. 


In our Masonic lectures we are taught that Friend- 
ship and Brotherly Love are the cement and support 
which holds together the Temple of Human Happiness, 
and we may well find there also the teaching that Mora- 
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lity, Truth and Justice are the Landmarks of the way of . 
life of those who cannot and will not “bore dram within" 
to destroy the Temple. 

The new and deadly atomic bomb cannot be controlled 
nor made safe by the science of its fabricators. It must 
be controlled: by a universal conscience, grounded in 
Friendship, Morality and Brotherly Love. If it shall be 
so controlled, it may, easily and quickly, become man's 
emancipator from grinding drudgery. If it shall be given 
over to those impelled by hate and greed and deceit and 
trickery, it will surely become the instrument of destruc- 
tion of civilization and. happiness. 


Let us, then, my Brethren, as Masons, move quickly 
and decisively to associate ourselves, each in his own 
home community, with every effort and activity that 
seeks to understand the meaning of and to promote the 
completion of peace on earth and good will toward men. 


We humbly declare our sympathy and fellowship in 
grief with all those whose loved ones will not return to 
them again in the full bloom of life and happy reunion. 
Let us, each for himself, while these memories of full 
sacrifice are vivid and clear upon us, firmly and highly 
resolve to justify the trust remaining to us. 


II 
DEATHS 


Since the Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge 
in April, 1944, death has taken Most Worshipful Ray- 
mond C. Dunn, Past Grand Master, at Enfield; Worship- 
ful William Richie Smith, Assistant Grand Secretary, at 
Raleigh, and Worshipful Robert T. Allen, District De- 
puty Grand Master, at Lumberton. These were of our 
Grand Lodge officers. 


Our Craft has recorded also the death of many hun- 
dreds of our Brethren of the Lodges, We here express 
our sorrow at their passing and our gratitude for the 


privilege of having known and having been associated 
with them. 


I have appointed Brother Watson Sherrod to bring to 
us а special Memorial for Brother Dunn; Brother Chas. 
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H. Pugh to bring à Memorial for Brother Smith; and 
Brother E. J. Britt to bring a Memorial for Brother Al- 
Јеп. 


When Past Grand Master Dunn died I was, because 
of sickness, unable to attend in person, and requested the 
Right Worshipful Senior Grand Warden, Brother W. J. 
Bundy, to preside at the Emergent Communication of the 
Grand Lodge, called to pay our Masonic tribute at the 
grave of Brother Dunn. 

Brother Smith was buried with Masonic services by 
his Lodge, Raleigh No. 500. 

I take occasion, here, to note the death of Most Wor- 
shipful Brother Claude Keiper, Past Grand Master of 
Masons in the District of Columbia, and for many years 
the delightful and efficient Secretary to the Grand Mas- 
ters’ Conference. Others of our sister Grand Jurisdic- 
tions have been saddened by the striking of the Grim 
Reaper in his appointed task. 

Brethren, let us all arise and silently manifest our 
sorrow at the passing of our Brothers and co-workers. 


III 
CONDITION OF THE CRAFT IN GENERAL 


It is a genuine pleasure to report to you that, general- 
ly, Masonry in North Carolina is moving forward in in- 
terest and in the practical interpretation of our basic 
purposes. Here and there are a few Lodges and member- 
ship groups that are dragging their feet, instead of join- 
ing actively in the forward movement. The membership 
of the Lodges generally is growing, not only in numbers 
but in the more important and more useful growth of 
appreciation for the purposes and possibilities for good 
that are the essence of the Masonic profession. 

In the report of the Grand Secretary, you will observe 
the statistics of numerical and financial changes and 
operations. Ў

DISTRICT DEPUTIES 

Much of the growth in both numbers and financial 

strength should properly be attributed to the fine work 
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convened meetings of the Grand Masters' Conference, 
the George Washington National Masonic Memorial Аз- 
sociation and the Masonic Service Association, at Wash- 
ington, D. C. 

These meetings were called off this year because of 
restrictions on travel by the Office of Defense Transpor- 
tation, in promotion of the War Effort. The Executive 
Officers of the organizations have carried along, in the 
meantime. Our own Most Worshipful Brother Hubert M. 
Poteat is а member of the Executive Committee of Ma- 
sonic Service Association and Most Worshipful Brother 
Charles P. Eldridge is à member of the Board of Direc- 
tors of George Washington Memorial Association. Most 
Worshipful Brother J. Edward Allen is representative 
of our Grand Lodge to Masonic Service Association and 
to George Washington Memorial Association, and he will 
report to you on both activities. 

The Masonic Service Association operates two Ма- 
sonic Service Centers in North Carolina as recreation 
and off-post entertainment spots for the members of the 
Armed Forces. One of these is at Fayetteville and the 
other at New Bern. The Center at Fayetteville has been 
in operation almost two years, and the one at New Bern 
for about sixteen months. It was my privilege, as Grand 
Master, to be present at the dedication of the Center at 
New Bern. Аз your representative, I have been able to 
visit both of these Centers during the year and have to 
report that their service is greatly appreciated by and is 
of great practical value to the Soldiers, Sailors and Ma- 
rines and their relatives and friends who use them. 


In December, 1944, I received a letter from Brother 
Carl Claudy, Executive Secretary of Masonic Service As- 
sociation, requesting authority to open up a Hospital 
Visitation Center at Asheville, near the Veterans Hospi- 
tals, there. I immediately called several of the Masons of 
Asheville, by telephone, to determine whether they would 
wish to have such a Center there. Those I was in contact 
with approved the idea, and the project was entered into. 
I am informed that the Masons of Asheville offered of- 
fice space in the Masonic Temple of Asheville for use of 
the field man in charge of this work. 
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In June, 1944, it was suggested that a professional 
money raising team of Masonic Service Association be 
invited to come into North Carolina, under auspices of 
our Grand Lodge, and put on an intensive campaign to 
raise money frcm our Masons for use in the Service Cen- 
ter Work of the Association. I did not believe the appro- 
val of such a venture to be a proper use of the office of 
Grand Master, and refused to adopt the suggestion. 

At the Grand Lodge of April, 1944, there was set up 
an appropriation of $2500.00 for use of the Service Cen- 
ter work of the Masonic Service Association. This appro- 
priation was paid last year. 

I have not directed such payment under extension of 
the Budget for this year. J recommend that an appro- 
priation of $3500.00 for this year be made for this pur- 
pose. 


X-A 
LODGE FELLOWSHIP PROGRAM FOR 
MASONS IN THE ARMED FORCES 


At Grand Lodge of April, 1944, there was set up an 
appropriation of $2500.00 to be used through the Office 
of the Grand Master, in his discretion, to assist selected 
Lodges near military posts and camps in North Carolina 
in programs of Masonic fellowship with the Masons of 
the Armed Services. I immediately began consideration, 
upon arriving home after Grand Lodge, seeking a suit- 
able plan of organization to apply and administer that 
fund. I have not yet put together such plan or organiza- 
tion. I have, however, arrived at a conclusion, satisfac- 
tory at least to myself, that the Grand Lodge cannot, by 
a pump priming operation, only, create in a Lodge group 
the spirit of fellowship and service. Every Lodge I have 
observed, whether large or small in numbers, which has 
been moved, out of its own spirit of fellowship, has ap- 
peared to have its fellowship and service work well in 
hand and neither needed nor wanted Grand Lodge inter- 
ference; and I now report to you that none of this allot- 
ment of money has been called for by the Lodges, nor has 
any of it been spent.

MASONIC TEMPLE CONSTRUCTION COMPANY 
NORTH CAROLINA MASONIC FOUNDATION 
MASONIC AND EASTERN STAR HOME 
OXFORD OPHANAGE 


The Masonic Temple Construction Company, the 
North Carolina Masonic Foundation, the Masonic and 
Eastern Star Home and Oxford Orphanage are separate 
corporations, each operated by its Board of Directors, 
as such Boards may be instructed, and reports of their 
operations will be made to you by these Boards. 


As Grand Master and ex. officio a member of the 
Boards of both the Masonic and Eastern Star Home and 
of Oxford Orphanage, it has been my privilege to take 
part in the deliberations at stated meetings of the two 
directing groups. I am, consequent on the privilege, hap- 
py to report to you the earnest zeal and conscientious 
devotion to the trust imposed that these agents have 
shown in undertaking their work. 

I make note of the fact that in 1943 and in 1944 there 
was, on the agenda of the Grand Lodge of North Caro- 
lina, the matter of request from the Board of Directors 
of Masonic and Eastern Star Home seeking approval 
and direction to the end that the Charter of that Corpo- 
ration could be amended and the By-laws revised. 

In 1944, as set out on pages 119 and 120 of the Pro- 
ceedings of that year, the Grand Lodge by resolution 
enacted its direction in the premises. 

In order comprehensively to state the matter for 


those present members of this Grand Lodge who have 
not heretofore represented constituent Lodges, I shall 
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undertake to review and sum up briefly the Grand Lodge 
interest in the question: 

The Masonic and Eastern Star Home is a corporation 
operated by a Board of Directors as a joint venture and 
as the sole and exclusive property and project of the 
Grand Lodge of North Carolina, Ancient, Free and Ac- 
cepted Masons, and the Grand Chapter of the Order of 
the Eastern Star of North Carolina, under a clear and 
undisputed arrangement that the Grand Lodge shall 
undertake sixty per cent of the management and support 
responsibility for the project and the Grand Chapter 
shall undertake forty per cent of the same responsibility. 

The present By-laws of the Corporation contain a 
cumbersome and otherwise improper provision relating 
to the transfer of title to real estate when sold by the 
Corporation to a purchaser for value. It appears to be 
generally recognized and admitted that this provision 
should be changed and it is my understanding that in 
moving to make such change the Board of Directors of 
the Corporation, in 1943, requested approval and direc- 
tion of the Grand Lodge and of the Grand Chapter in 
revision of Charter and By-laws. 

Upon inquiry into the need for such action, by the 
Grand Lodge, it was found that there was another un- 
usual restrictive provision in the present By-laws of the 
Corporation, by which it was provided that no change 
could be made in the By-laws until and after both the 
Grand Lodge and the Grand Chapter had officially and 
specifically approved such change. 

The Grand Lodge has never officially acted to ap- 
prove any of the By-laws of the Corporation, but has 
been content to rely upon the integrity and good judg- 
ment of the members of the Board of Directors and has 
sought to undertake its sponsorship and responsibility 
through its regularly exercised right and accomplish- 
ment to instruct its particular representatives on the 
Board, and has deemed the members of that Board to 
be competent and qualified to make suitable By-laws for 
operation of the project under the Charter. The Grand 
Lodge further recognizes that any provision in the By- 
laws of the Corporation through which either of the joint 
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principals takes and holds to a claim that such By-laws 
and other rules of operation cannot be changed, except 
after the particular official consent and approval by 
either or both principals, is in fact a claim to the power 
of full and complete veto by either. Such a provision not 
only completely destroys the original division of respon- 
sibility on the sixty-forty basis but, in effect, clearly goes 
to destroy all practical division of responsibility by pro- 
viding for unanimous concurrence of both principals. 


XVI 
ONE HUNDREDTH ANNIVERSARY OF GRAND LODGE OF IOWA 


In June, 1944, the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of 
Iowa celebrated its One Hundredth Anniversary, and 
very graciously chose, among its elements for emphasis 
at that time, to recognize the close kinship, by descent, 
of the Masonry of Iowa and that of North Carolina. . 

The original Lodges forming the Grand Lodge of 
Tennessee were chartered from North Carolina; Ten- 
nessee granted the charters to the Lodges which formed 
the Grand Lodge of Missouri and, in turn, Missouri char- 
tered the Lodges which formed the Grand Lodge of Iowa. 

North Carolina Masonry was invited to take part in 
celebrating the Hundredth Anniversary of our lusty 
voung Grand Lodge of Iowa. 

Most Worshipful J. Edward Allen, Past Grand Mas- 
ter, consented to represent North Carolina Masonry on 
that important occasion, upon my assuring him that it 
was impossible for me to be out of the State at that time 
for the requisite period. 

I am sure I have your approval in here expressing the 
deep appreciation of North Carolina Masonry to Iowa 
for their gracious recognition of the direct historical 
kinship of our Grand Lodges and to congratulate them 
on the many significant contributions made by them dur- 
ing their one hundred years of moving for a greater 
Masonry in America. 


XVII 
VISITING OF LODGES AND DISTRICTS 
I surmise no one begins fully to appreciate how great 
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an honor and privilege it is to serve as Grand Master of 
Masons in North Carolina until he has begun to go 
around among the Lodges and other Masonic meetings 
as Grand Master and there to encounter the unfailing 
kindness and courtesy and open-armed acceptance given 
a Grand Master by the Brethren. I am quite sure these 
are not expressions of personal tribute nor of personal 
affection. Rather, they are the spontaneous expression 
of faith and loyalty and love for Masonry, itself—for 
the time being personified by one titled Grand Master. 
To bear such trust is an honor and privilege of the very 
highest order. 

I have been invited and have attended district meet- 
ings or Lodge meetings in thirty of the districts and have 
attended several Lodge meetings in some of the districts. 
I have attended seventy-five meetings of Lodges or of 
districts outside of my home city, and have made about 
twenty trips to Greensboro, Oxford and Raleigh on 
Grand Lodge business. 

It has not been practical for me to visit the extreme 
Western section of the State. After it was known in 
March that Grand Lodge could not be called in April, Т. 
had expected to seek invitations to visit those districts 
also, but I was confined in bed by sickness and conva- 
lescence during April, May, and June, and have been un- 
able to make up for the lost time since. 

Under these circumstances, I have called on the Right 
Worshipful Deputy Grand Master on many occasions to 
represent the Grand Lodge, and his willing and effective 
response has been greatly appreciated by me and by the 
Masons of his section of the State. 

It has been my unfortunate lot, because of the time- 
consuming burden of traveling, and because of the posi- 
tive restriction of sickness, to be unable to accept the 
many invitations to attend meetings in our sister Grand 
Jurisdictions. 

I am sure it is your wish that I shall here make note 
of the gratitude of North Carolina Masonry for the cour- 
tesy to us all which prompted these invitations. 
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XVIII 
CONCURRENT JURISDICTIONS ESTABLISHED 


Within the corporate limits of the City of Greensboro 
there are the lodge rooms of four lodges, viz.: Greensboro 
No. 76, Corinthian No. 542, Revolution No. 552 and Guil- 
ford No. 656. When Revolution Lodge No. 552 was char- 
tered, its lodge room was outside the City limits, but a 
later extension of the City of Greensboro corporate boun- 
dary brought it within the City. 

The question was raised whether under the last pro- 
viso of Section 71 of the Code, Revolution Lodge No. 552 
should not be established to have concurrent jurisdiction 
with the other three lodges in Greensboro, already work- 
ing in such relation. 

I held that the four Lodges in Greensboro must hold 
concurrent jurisdiction, which unit of jurisdiction must 
be related to the jurisdictions of the surrounding Lodges, 
respectively, as provided in the first sentence of Section 
71. 


The questicn was raised as to jurisdiction of Lodges 
at Havelock and its immediate surroundings in Craven 
County. 


Upon investigation it was found that, by air line mea- 
surement, Havelock and its immediately surrounding 
area are nearest to Rainbow Lodge No. 479, at Arapahoe, 
in Pamlico County; that Neuse River, about three miles 
wide and without ferry or other convenient means of 
crossing, is located between Havelock and Rainbow 
Lodge, and that the nearest bridge crossing Neuse River 
т a road from Havelock to Rainbow Lodge, is at New 

ern. 


Pursuant to authority in Section 71 of the Code, I 
ordered that concurrent jurisdiction be established for 
each of the following six Lodges within an area described 
and set out, to-wit:— 


The six Lodges are: St. Johns No. 3 and Doric No. 
568, at New Bern; Rainbow No. 479, at Arapahoe; Mt. 
Vernon No. 359, at Oriental; Ocean No. 405, at More- 
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head City, and Seaside No. 427, at Swansboro, to have 
concurrent jurisdiction within the area described and 
bounded, as follows: 


Beginning at a point on the south bank of Neuse Ri- 
ver, on a line due south through Riverdale in Craven 
County, to the southern boundary of Craven County; 
thence east, with the south line of Craven County, to its 
point of crossing by State Highway No. 101; thence 
north, with the creek on the eastern boundary of the 
Cherry Point Marine Air Base, to the south bank of 
Neuse River; and thence, with the south bank of the 
Neuse River, to the point of beginning. 


XIX 


REPORTS OF REQUESTS OF LODGES TO CHANGE 
PLACE OF MEETING 


Snow Lodge No. 363, at Sugar Grove in Watauga 
County, requested consent to move its place of meeting 
from Sugar Grove to Boone, in Watauga County, for the 
purpose of conserving travel, since Boone is more nearly 
in the center of the residences of the Lodge membership 
and is within the present jurisdiction of Snow Lodge, as 
located at Sugar Grove. Snow Lodge further declared its 
intention to petition the Grand Lodge to make the change 
of meeting place permanent. To do this will, within ap- 
plication of the general rule Section 71, affect the juris- 
dictions of each and all the surrounding Lodges. It was 
required before any action could be taken, (1) that full 
written consent of Snow Lodge and each of the surround- 
ing Lodges must be authorized by motion at a Stated 
Communication, and that notice of such action be sent 
to the Grand Master under seal of the Lodge: (2) that it 
should be clearly understood by the interested Lodges 
that such change of meeting place and consequent change 
of jurisdictions could not become authorized and final 
until positive approval by Grand Lodge: (3) that, in in- . 
terim, until the Grand Lodge shall meet and act to ap- 
prove the change of meeting place of Snow Lodge and the 
jurisdictional changes involved, the Grand Master grant- 
ed dispensation to Snow Lodge No. 363 to hold its meet- 
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ings temporarily in a suitable, adequate and properly 
furnished room in Boone; but with the clear and distinct 
understanding, by all of the affected Lodges, that Snow 
Lodge must work only within its jurisdiction as estab- 
lished by its Charter and the law of Masonry, based on 
its site at Sugar Grove. 

Snow Lodge No. 368 will appear in its own behalf 
at this Grand Lodge to petition for consent of Grand 
Lodge to make the change final. 


Fire destroyed the Charter and lodge room of Louis- 
burg Lodge in June, 1945. On July 2, I authorized Louis- 
burg Lodge to continue operation under the destroyed 
Charter until it could be replaced by Grand Lodge. I 
direct this matter to the attention of the Committee on 
Charters. 


In May, 1945, fire damaged the Lodge room of Rich 
Square Lodge No. 413 to such extent that the Lodge 
could not use it. They were instructed to secure other 
suitable quarters in Rich Square and that no specific 
approval by the Grand Master was necessary, but that 
the new Lodge room location should be approved by the 
members of Rich Square Lodge at a Stated Communica- 
tion. I do not understand that the Lodge Charter in this 
case was damaged. 


XX 
CONSOLIDATION OF LODGES 


The consolidation of Helton Lodge No. 594 and Ashe 
Lodge No. 671, of Ashe County, begun under the direc- 
tion of Past Grand Master Payne, has been completed 
and the consolidated Lodge is working at West Jefferson 
as Ashe Lodge No. 594. 


Conoho Lodge No. 399 has been consolidated with 
Skewarkee Lodge No. 90, and is working as Skewarkee 
Lodge No. 90 at Williamston. 
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XXI 
DISPENSATIONS TO ESTABLISH LODGES U. D. 


On September 29, 1944, I issued Dispensation for a 
Lodge to work Under Dispensation in the City of Wash- 
ington, North Carolina, to be styled Washington Lodge 
U. D., until the Grand Lodge should grant a Charter or 
vacate the Dispensation. | 

Consent to form another Lodge in Washington, North 
Carolina, was given by resolution of Orr Lodge No. 104 
on August 16, 1944. Upon the ballot for this resolution 
in Orr Lodge, the Master ruled that unanimous consent 
was required. This ruling was declared in error by the 
Grand Master on August 18, 1944. 

The petitioners for this Dispensation included twen- 
ty-two members of Orr Lodge and five members of other 
Lodges, all with conditional dimits and evidence of dues 
paid in advance in proper form. 

The Dispensation granted was conditional on the 
two following special requirements, in addition to the 
established requirements of the Code, viz.: 

(a) That fees for the Degrees, during the period of 
working Under Dispensation shall be Fifty Dollars 
($50.00). 

(b) That a petition for the Degrees shall not be re- 
ceived by the Lodge U. D. from a petitioner rejected by 
another Lodge in Washington, North Carolina, during 
the last five years. 

I submit herewith my correspondence file in this mat- 
ter, including a statement of proficiency of the officers 
of Washington Lodge U. D., under date of March 24, 
1945, by Brother Stott, Assistant Grand Lecturer. The 
required forms and official records supporting the Dis- 
pensation granted are in the hands of the Grand Secre- 
tary. The Lodge U. D. will present its records, with its 
petition for Charter. I recommend that the Charter be 
granted. 


I report to you that certain Masons of Warsaw, North 
Carolina, are now preparing to ask for Dispensation for 
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a Lodge U. D., in that City, as soon as arrangements may 
be completed. 


XXII 
INVASIONS OF JURISDICTIONS 


It has appeared to be necessary to declare invasion of 
jurisdiction by three separate Lodges, in that each has 
received the petition for the Degrees and conferred the 
Degree of Entered Apprentice on a candidate, when such 
candidate was the property of another Lodge. 


In each of these cases, the invading Lodge has been 
ordered to pay over to the Lodge whose jurisdiction was 
invaded the full and entire fee for the Degrees collected 
by the invading Lodge, and to pay over to the Grand Sec- 
retary the One Dollar initiate tax and Ten Dollars char- 
ity fee for the Grand Lodge and to procure the Claudy 
Books, to be presented to candidate at its expense, from 
the Grand Secretary. In each case, the invading Lodge 
was ordered to confer the remaining Degrees on the sub- 
ject candidate in the regular way, at the completion of 
which such candidate would become a Master Mason and 
a member of the petitioned Lodge. 


I am informed that one or more of these invading 
Lodges will petition this Grand Lodge for modification 
or change in the order of the Grand Master. I believe 
this right is guaranteed them by the laws of Masonry, 
and I refer all these cases to the Jurisprudence Commit- 
tee, without prejudice and with all of the correspondence 
in each case. 


The cases are: 


(1) Apex Lodge No. 584—invading the jurisdiction 
of Raleigh Lodge No. 500, in the matter of Brother A. 
E. Leavitt. 

(2) Joppa Lodge No. 530—invading the jurisdiction 
of Meadow Branch Lodge No. 578, in the matter of 
Brother Edison E. Collins. 

(3) Catawba Valley Lodge No. 217—invading the 
jurisdiction of Robbinsville Lodge No. 672, in the matter 
of Brother Homer Lee Biggers. 
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XXIII 


MATTERS OF JURISDICTION AFFECTING OTHER GRAND 
JURISDICTIONS 


(a) Dixon Raymond Boyles is a native of Pennsyl- 
vania, and an officer in the Army Air Forces. He has 
been stationed at Seymour Johnson Air Field, at Golds- 
boro, for more than eighteen months, and with his fami- 
ly, lives in the City of Goldsboro. He offered his peti- 
tion for the Degrees to our Goldsboro Lodge No. 634, 
and incident to the efforts of the investigating commit- 
tee of that Lodge in following up references given with 
the petition by Boyles, acquaintances in his home town 
in Pennsylvania were written, requesting information as 
to his character and reputation. 


An apparent response to these requests was a letter 
from Most Worshipful Brother Scott M. Leiby, Grand 
Master of Masons in Pennsylvania, suggesting to Golds- 
boro Lodge that they should secure waiver of jurisdic- 
tion over Boyles from his home lodge in that Grand Ju- 
risdiction through the Grand Secretary of North Caro- 
lina before proceeding to take jurisdiction. 

The matter came to my hand on the question of in- 
structing Goldsboro Lodge in procedure. I directed 
Goldsboro Lodge to proceed with the petition of Boyles 
as that of one of eligible residential qualification and 
sent a copy of that direction to Most Worshipful Brother 
Leiby. In a letter to Brother Leiby, covering the above 
сору, I recited that Boyles had lived and worked within 
the jurisdiction of our Goldsboro Lodge for one and one- 
half years and that he had elected to petition that Lodge 
for the Degrees. The following is quoted from the letter 
to Brother Leiby: 

*Under our North Carolina Law, a citizen of North Caro- 

lina of the officer or enlisted personnel of the Armed 

Forces of the United States may, wherever stationed, ap- ` 

ply for the Degrees to his home lodge in this State, or to 

a Lodge of a recognized sister jurisdiction when eligible, 

as he may elect; and, specifically, we recognize and are 

bound to the same comity as to the citizens of other 

States." 
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(b) Brother A. B., a member of “Х” Lodge, in North 
Carolina, in pursuit of his business, moved to a sister 
grand jurisdiction having provision for dual member- 
ship. Brother A. B. applied for dual membership in a 
lodge, there, but gave no notice of such action to “Х” 
Lodge, of which he was a member in North Carolina and 
which continued to carry him and report him to Grand 
Lodge as such member. Several months later, Brother A. 
B. again made a business move to residence within the 
jurisdiction of “У” Lodge in North Carolina, where he 
applied for membership, depositing what purported to 
be a dimit, but which in fact was only a dismissal from 
the dual membership in the Lodge in the sister grand 
jurisdiction. He was elected and entered on the member- 
ship rolls of “У” Lodge in North Carolina and was re- 
ported to Grand Secretary as a member of that Lodge. 
The duplication was detected in the Office of the Grand 
Secretary. It was held that Brother A. B. was a member 
of *X" Lodge, to which he must pay the arrearage of 
dues there charged to him and be erased from the rolls 
of *Y" Lodge. It was advised that Brother A. B. might 
then become a member of “У?” Lodge by either of the 
methods provided in Chapter XX of the Code. 


XXIV 
CLUBS 


. Three requests have been received from groups of 
Masons, seeking approval of proposed By-laws of 
“Clubs” and seeking advice and assistance in setting up 
such entities within the jurisdiction of one or another 
Chartered Lodge. 

One of these requests was to ask assistance in form- 
ing a “Club” exclusively within the membership of an 
active and effective Lodge, having about one hundred 
members in a fine little city. 

The other two such requests have moved to form 
groups made up mostly of Masons whose memberships 
are in lodges other than the lodge having jurisdiction, by 
Charter of this Grand Lodge, over the location in which 
the “Club” was proposed to be established. These two re- 
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quests submitted proposed by-laws for approval and 
sought advice and assistance in setting up their project. 


I have been unable to find in the Law or in the litera- 
ture any basis for recognition, in the name of the Grand 
Lodge, of miscellaneous separate group entities claiming 
the name of Masonry or other names known unquestion- 
ably to be of Masonic connection. 


It seems clear that there are well established canons 
of recognition by this and by other Grand Lodges which, 
when applied to these miscellaneous separate and puta- 
tively independent groups within the body of the Lodges 
and of Masonry, would declare against permitting such 
existence. 


It would appear evident that such groups would, al- 
most unavoidably, in their group activities move to dis- 
euss and to influence, by group resolve, the internal af- 
fairs of Lodges or of other regularly organized Masonic 
bodies, which ought not to be encouraged by recognition 
nor by official permit of the Grand Lodge. 


XXV 
‚ SUNDAY WORK 


A young man petitioned for the Degrees and was 
elected in *M" Lodge in his neighborhood in 1944, and 
was called for service in the Armed Forces before he was 
elected or initiated. He was at home on twenty-four hour 
leave on Sunday, January 28, 1945, and went to church 
that night. There were nine members of the Lodge at 
the church service that night. Among the nine members 
at the church, there were а Past Master, the Senior War- 
den, the Junior Warden, the Secretary and five others. 
Immediately after the church service, the nine officers 
and members and the elected petitioner went to the lodge 
room а short distance away and, according to the min- 
utes, a Master Mason's Lodge was opened in due form 
and the candidate was initiated “in due form." 

The question seems to have been raised as to the pro- 
priety of doing such Masonic work on Sunday, but it was 
decided that the supposed "emergency" caused by the li- 
mited military leave of the candidate would justify the

proceeding, since no one present knew of any Masonic 
law forbidding the making of Masons on Sunday. 

The officers acting on this occasion soon discovered 
their mistake and on February 26th, of their own mo- 
tion, wrote me confessing their guilt and imploring par- 
don. 

Upon investigation, I found the facts set out above. 

I charged the acting Master, a Past Master, and the 
Senior Warden with the following violations of the Code: 

(a) Calling a Lodge without any notice to more than 
two-thirds of the members and without the knowledge or 
consent of the Master. 

(b) Attempting to confer a Masonic Degree on Sun- 
day. I have required of the Master of “М” Lodge to give 
me his firm promise that immediately upon the return 
of the candidate to his home for a sufficient time, he 
shall be healed as set out in Section 148 of the Code by 
being re-obligated as an Entered Apprentice in a regular 
lodge on the First Degree of Masonry, since the meeting 
of January 28th was not regular. 

I have cited the Acting Master and the Senior War- 
den of “М” Lodge, acting on that occasion, to appear be- 
fore me today, in Raleigh, to further explain their parts 
and responsibilities. 

At the time this report is being sent to the printer, 
I am not ready to make a recommendation in the matter, 
which I respectfully ask permission to make later and 
verbally. 


XXVI 
INSURANCE MUTUALS IN LODGES 


In March, 1945, a letter was received from “X” 
Lodge, asking about the propriety and legality of an in- 
surance mutual desired to be established under auspices 
and by authority of “X” Lodge. 


I answered, as follows: 


“Your Charter from the Grand Lodge does not give au- 
thority to set up such activity, and I am quite sure that 
neither the policy of the Grand Lodge nor the practice of 
Craft Masonry would be well served in such an under- 
taking." 
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XXVII 
RELATING TO LODGE BUILDINGS 


“К” Lodge, by letter, requested permission to solicit 
funds of other Lodges in North Carolina, such funds to 
be used to aid in building a lodge room for “К?” Lodge. 

The permission was refused as contrary to the law 
and policy of the Grand Lodge. 


*S" Lodge requested comment and advice on its pro- 
jected purpose to build а two-story Lodge building, the 
second floor of which was to be used exclusively as a 
Lodge room, and the first floor to be dedicated as a Com- 
munity Center, while the entire building was to be dedi- 
cated as a Memorial to service men of the Armed Forces. 

I took the liberty to recommend caution in the phras- 
ing of and in grants of public dedications of a lodge 
property, since it would appear proper that the Lodge 
should, at all times, retain full power and authority to 
control the use and disposal of its lodge building. 


XXVIII 
APPOINTMENTS AND VACANCIES 


I have issued commissions to several representatives 
of this Grand Lodge near other Grand Lodges. The re- 
сога of these appointments will be recited in the report 
of the Grand Secretary. 

Shortly after the death of Brother Raymond C. Dunn, 
I appointed Brother Watson N. Sherrod to serve the un- 
expired term of Brother Dunn on the Board of General 
Purposes. 

The death of Brother Dunn caused vacancies also on 
the Board of Directors of the Masonic Foundation and of 
Oxford Orphanage. 

Late in 1944, Brother Alexander B. Andrews, Past 
Grand Master, resigned as Director of the Masonic Foun- 
dation. Brother Andrews is probably to be accepted as 
that member of the Grand Lodge whose foresight and 
ability for management was most directly instrumental 
in accumulating the original corpus of that fund. 
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As Grand Master, I took it upon myself to urge 
Brother A. W. Madison, of Raleigh, to act in the vacancy 
created by the resignation of Brother Andrews, for the 
period intervening before the Grand Lodge Communica- 
tion, which he has done effectively and efficiently. Broth- 
er Timberlake, Brother H. C. Alexander and Brother 
Anderson, the three remaining active Directors, have 
given their consent to the arrangement, as set up.. 


Brother Anderson, who, as Secretary of the Board 
of Directors of the Masonic Foundation, handled the ad- 
ministrative details of its affairs, has signified his ex- 
pectation to retire from active service. 


This Grand Lodge will be called upon, in consequence 
of these vacancies, to elect three Directors of the Mason- 
ic Foundation instead of one, only, as is the usual oc- 
casion. 


On or about June 6, 1945, Brother Anderson, Grand 
Secretary, appointed Brother Charles B. Newcomb, P. 
G. M., to be Assistant Grand Secretary. This appoint- 
ment was immediately approved by me, as provided in 
Section 12 of the Code, and Brother Newcomb has been 
serving in his usual effective way since appointment. 


XXIX 
DISPENSATIONS | 
Several Dispensations have been given to Lodges to 

elect and install officers at times later than provided in 
the Code and the By-laws of the particular lodges. Also 
several Dispensations have been given to elect and install 
officers in vacancies created by death; by resignations, 
consented to by the Lodge and by the Grand Master ; and 
by occupational transfers of installed officers from the 
respective Lodge jurisdiction of each. 


I have granted Dispensations to waive maim or de- 
formity in persons seeking to petition for the Degrees 
in Masonry, in the following cases—only to the extent 
and for the purpose of authorizing the particular lodge 
to receive and ballot on such petitions in the regular 
way—: 
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1. To Lucama Lodge No. 527, as to one who had all 
the thumb of his right hand cut off. 


2. To Central Cross Lodge No. 187, as to one who had 
his right arm cut off below the elbow and who uses an 
artificial arm. 

3. To Balfour Lodge No. 188, as to one who has his 
right arm and hand undeveloped, but otherwise com- 
plete. 

4. To Lucama Lodge No. 527, as to one who has his 
left arm cut off between elbow and wrist. 


5. To Salem Lodge No. 289, as to one who has congen- 
itally undeveloped fingers of right hand, but the thumb 
normal. 

6. To Cleveland Lodge No. 202, as to one who has 
his right arm cut off at the shoulder. 

7. To Royal White Hart Lodge No. 2, as to one who 
has his left leg amputated above the knee and who wears 
an artificial leg effectively. 


The following requests for Dispensation to waive 
maim or deformity have been refused: 


1. As to an un-named person with thumb and index 
finger of right hand cut off. Was unable to make inves- 
tigation. 

2. As to one who has his left leg amputated above the 
knee and who has an exposed nerve which prevents his 
wearing an artificial limb. He is considering an ope- 
ration to block the sensitive nerve. This he should do, and 
try again. 

3. As to an un-named person whose right hand is cut 
off at the wrist. This case could not be investigated sat- 
isfactorily. 

4. As to an un-named person whose legs are diseased 
to the extent that he cannot kneel, nor stoop nor strongly 
brace himself on them. 

5. As to one whose knee and hip joints in both legs 
have been immobilized by surgical operation in fixed an- 
gles requisite to sitting in a wheel chair, following arth- 
ritis. He can neither walk, nor kneel nor stand. 
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6. As to one who is totally blind. 

7. As to one who has lost his entire left arm. My in- 
vestigation of this case did not convince me that Masonry 
would be well served by granting the requested Dispen- 
sation. 


There have been several requests for Dispensations 
to shorten the time between receiving a petition for the 
Degrees and balloting thereon to less than 28 days, or to 
receive or to ballot on petitions at other than a Stated 
Communication, or to authorize the conferring of a De- 
gree on more than five men at one time, or to confer 
the three Degrees on a candidate in three consecutive 
nights, or to change some of the words of parts of the 
ritual to other words acceptable to a candidate, or other 
content of request. 

The fact that a request for dispensation to change the 
established practice was made, indicated that, while 
established practice is known and understood, there is 
too much acceptance of the notion that a Grand Master 
may, with safety and without great harm to Masonry, 
authorize almost any sort of departure from regularity. 

The value of Masonry to all of us will soon be de- 
stroyed, unless we hold closely to a proper practice. 

Free Masonry definitely is not experimental in 
method, and its principal tenets and purposes are best 
promoted by strict adherence to established custom. 

In such belief, I have endeavored to discourage varia- 
tions of convenience, even though these sometimes are 
dressed up as emergencies, and I have refused all re- 
quests for dispensations believed by me to tend, if grant- 
ed, toward confusion and dis-establishment of regularity, 
except I confess and declare my own confusion and 
uncertainty as to the present law of our Grand Lodge in 
the matter of the qualifications of candidates for the 
Degrees, both as to the physical qualifications and as to 
residential qualifications. I shall, under the title of *Re- 
commendations," in this report, make specific recom- 
mendation as to these. 
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XXX 
DECISIONS 


I believe the following are in the nature of decisions, 
at least to the extent that the items should be reported 
to the Grand Lodge for consideration and approval or 
amendment, or reversal. 


1. Three or four years ago, charges were made in а 
lodge, accusing a Fellowcraft of that lodge, but the lodge 
never did anything about it. There was no notice of 
charges sent to the accused and no trial. The Fellow- 
craft now is interested in advancing. 


ANSWER: Since the Fellowcraft was not notified of 
any charges, and failed to present himself for advance- 
ment within six months after receiving his Second De- 
gree, his election to receive the Degrees is forfeit, under 
Section 133, which section fully sets out the correct pro- 
cedure for his advancement. If elected, as there required, 
he must show proficiency in the work of the Second 
Degree before being raised to the Sublime Degree, as 
would any other candidate. The lodge cannot bring the 
accused to trial without notice to him (see Section 161 
and Regulation 217 of the Code), and if the subject per- 
son continues to deport himself in a way unbecoming a 
. Mason, new charges should be preferred and trial held 
within the required procedure for trials, and at once. 


2. Brother John Doe was passed to the Degree of Fel- 
loweraft in St. Patrick's Lodge No. 617, in 1919, and, at 
request of that lodge, was raised to the Sublime Degree 
in July 1927, by Selma Lodge No. 320, at the completion 
of which he was a Master Mason and a member of St. 
Patrick's Lodge No. 617. 


St. Patrick's Lodge did not then, nor thereafter, put 
. him on its roll of members, nor report him a member at 
any time to the Grand Secretary, nor has it collected any 
dues from him, nor paid per capita tax to Grand Lodge 
on his membership, but Brother John Doe has been 
known and received as a Master Mason in his own and 
in other North Carolina Lodges since 1927. While there 
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had been no question of suspension for non-payment of 
dues, in February, 1945, St. Patrick's Lodge entered into 
some sort of procedure to reinstate Brother John Doe. 


For the purpose of attempting to get this matter on a 
clear and regular basis, I held that Brother John Doe is 
a Master Mason, and a member in good standing in St. 
Patrick's Lodge No. 617, except that he is in arrears for 
dues for the years 1927 to 1945, inclusive, and that St. 
Patrick's Lodge No. 617 is in arrears for per capita tax 
to the Grand Lodge for the same period. 


I am informed that it has been the practice of the 
office of the Grand Secretary, in settling up this sort of 
arrearage, not to go back more than five years. 


I, therefore, recommended that St. Patrick's Lodge 
require the payment of five years' dues from Brother 
John Doe, less suchever amount as was paid by him in 
the transaction of February, 1945, and that the Lodge 
tender to the Grand Lodge for per capita tax arrears the 
amount of $12.50, equivalent to five years' per capita tax. 


I am informed that both St. Patrick's Lodge No. 617 
and Brother John Doe have already made the tenders, 
as indicated. 


3. Brother Richard Roe was reported to Grand Lodge 
suspended for non-payment of dues in May, 1930, by 
Granite Lodge No. 191, but he, Roe, paid some dues to 
the Secretary of Granite Lodge after that date for which 
payment he was given an official dues card certificate 
of good standing to December 31, 1933. Relying on and 
using that card, he visited lodges in Raleigh and other 
lodges and claimed later that he was never officially noti- 
fied of suspension for non-payment of dues, nor of pend- 
ing suspension in 1930. Such notification by Granite 
Lodge was not done after December 31, 1933. 


It was held that Brother Richard Roe is a member of 
Granite Lodge No. 191 in good standing, except that he 
is in arrears for dues since December 31, 1933, and that 
Granite Lodge No. 191 is in arrears for per capita tax to 
Grand Lodge since December 31, 1929, the last year for 
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which Brother Richard Roe was reported and the tax 
paid. 

Conforming to the practice of the Office of the Grand 
Secretary, cited above in the case of St. Patrick's Lodge 
and Brother John Doe, I recommended that Granite 
Lodge settle with Brother Richard Roe on the basis of 
five years’ dues to December 31, 1944, and tender $12.50 
to the Grand Lodge for five years' per capita tax to that 
date. 


I am informed that both Brother Richard Roe and 
Granite Lodge No. 191 have made the tenders indicated. 


4. Mr. John Richard Roe, Jr., petitioned Excelsior 
Lodge No. 261 for the Degrees in Masonry. There ap- 
pears to be three generations of these Roes, each having 
the name “John Richard." The petitioner was Roe of the 
second generation. Through confusion of identity the 
investigating committee investigated John Richard Roe 
III, the son of the petitioner, and the lodge received its 
committee’s report and, in fact, voted with reference to 
the qualifications of the petitioner's son, and rejected 
him. ; 

Held that the real petitioner is entitled to have the 
confusion cleared up. His petition should be read, refer- 
red to a committee in the regular manner, and after the 
committee’s report, be admitted to ballot, care being ta- 
ken to avoid such confusion as was in evidence in the 
ballot taken in error. The full fee for the Degrees must be 
reinstated before any further action is taken. 


5. The Secretary of Guilford Lodge No. 656 objected 
to and did not record in his minutes of May 4, 1944, an 
offered petition for the Degrees having attached, as and 
for the fee, a post-dated check of June 3, 1944. The min- 
utes were approved at the close of the meeting without 
record of the petition. At the next Stated Communication 
of the lodge two questions were raised, to-wit: 

(a) Is a petition valid and competent to be received 
when that which purports to be the fee for the Degrees is 
in fact a post-dated check? I held that it is neither valid 
nor competent to be received. 
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(b) Should the minutes of May 4, above, have carried 
record that the petition was received? I answered, “по.” 


6. Mr. J. T. M. was elected to receive the degrees in 
Hamlet Lodge No. 532 on September 14, 1943. Before he 
was elected or was notified to appear for initiation, he 
was called for service in the Navy. He was moved from 
the jurisdiction of Hamlet Lodge to temporary station in 
another Grand Jurisdiction, and shortly to active duty in 
the Pacific; all before arrangement could be made to 
have the Degrees conferred by courtesy. He was not noti- 
fied to appear for initiation. A little more than a year 
after his election he came home on furlough for thirty 
days. 


QUESTION : Was his election, as of September 14, 1943, 
forfeited under Section 129 of the Code? The answer 
was, *No." Since the candidate has never been notified 
as to a time and place to appear for initiation he has not 
failed, and the Degrees may be conferred in the regular 
manner by virtue of the election of September, 1943. 


XXXI 


RESIDENTIAL QUALIFICATIONS OF PETITIONERS FOR THE 
DEGREES 


Rulings have been given on several questions of eligi- 
bility of persons, because of residence, to petition for the 
Degrees to particular lodges. 


(a) There came a request for waiver of physical qual- 
ification of one who has for twelve years lived in Wash- 
ington, D. C., and now lives there. This person had peti- 
tioned a lodge in the District of Columbia and been re- 
jected. There was accompanying the request to waive 
physical qualification, copy of a waiver of jurisdiction 
over the subject person from the District of Columbia 
Lodge, authenticated by the Grand Secretary of that 
Grand Jurisdiction. This waiver of jurisdiction had not 
been requested through our Grand Secretary, but had 
been procured through some other channel. 


It was held that this resident of the District of Co- 
lumbia was not eligible to petition for the Degrees in a 
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North Carolina Lodge, for lack of residential qualifica- 
tion, regardless of any other qualification or waiver. 


(b) A ruling was requested in relation to one who is 
now and, for the past several years, has been employed 
day to day, month to month, and year to year, within the 
jurisdiction of “X” Lodge. He works six days per week at 
his place of employment, spends his leisure hours in the 
city of his employment and gives a local address there 
where he sleeps. But he owns a home and maintains a 
family at another place which is within the jurisdiction 
of “У” Lodge. He usually goes on Saturday evening, 
after working hours, to his family in the jurisdiction of 
Lodge “У”, and returns Sunday night to take up his 
weekly work on Monday, within the jurisdiction of 
Lodge “X”. 


It was held that, for the purpose of petitioning for 
the Degrees, he is a bona fide resident of the jurisdiction 
of *X" Lodge. 


For the record, I venture to discuss this ruling briefly 
to the end that the ruling and the discussion may be ap- 
proved or disapproved, as shall be proper. 


It is postulated that the fundamental reason for hav- 
ing in the law a residential qualification requisite for a 
petitioner for the Degrees is for the purpose of fixing the 
jurisdiction in that neighborhood and social setting in 
which the character, habits and reputation of such peti- 
tioner may be most readily and accurately observed and 
appraised. 


(c) Other cases of stated uncertainty as to the juris- 
diction of a lodge to receive and act on some particular 
petition for the Degrees have been encountered, such as 
that of а previous bona fide resident who has removed 
to another state or to another lodge jurisdiction in this 
State, or, as in one case, of a Federal Government em- 
ployee, working from place to place in this State, without 
any fixed place of abode in North Carolina. Such uncer- 
tainty seems usually to proceed out of failure to recognize 
impropriety in acquiring jurisdiction over a nonresident 
petitioner through conveyance of jurisdiction by waiver; 
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or through improper extension of a previously valid ju- 
risdiction; or though plain disregard of requisite resi- 
dential qualifications. 


XXXII 
RECOMMENDATIONS 


(1) I recommend that, in the compiling of the new 
Code, the law of the physical qualifications of petitioners 
for the Degrees be restated to provide, in affect, as fol- 
lows: А petitioner for the Degrees must have no maim or 
deformity which will prevent him from substantially and 
practieally entering upon and performing the candidate's 
part in the ritualistic work of the Degrees in a suitably 
competent manner ; provided, a maimed or deformed pe- 
titioner may, by artificial means, satisfy the above per- 
formance requirement in a suitably competent manner. 


No petition for the Degrees offered by a maimed or 
deformed petitioner can be lawfully acted upon by a 
Lodge until it has been submitted to the Grand Master 
and he has authorized the Lodge to act thereon, as on the 
petition of а normal person, and always saving to the 
members of the Lodge balloting on the petition, their full 
right to adjudge all of the petitioner's qualifications. 


(2) I recommend that the residential qualification of 
a petitioner for the degrees be changed to require twelve 
months residence in North Carolina and six months resi- 
dence in the jurisdiction of the petitioned Lodge, and that 
the practice and permit to acquire or grant jurisdiction 
by waiver be dis-established. 


(3) I recommend that the Board of Custodians be 
increased from three to six members, in addition to the 
ex officio members, and that there be assigned to that 
Board the duty and scope of work heretofore assigned to 
the Lecture Service Committee and to the Committee on 
Masonic Education, in addition to the present duties and 
assignments in their charge. 


(4) I recommend that the number of copies of the 
Physical Standard of the Work permitted to be distribut- 
ed to each Lodge be increased to five (5), instead of one, 
as is the present practice. 
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(5) I recommend that the appropriations to Masonic 
and Eastern Star Home and to Oxford Orphanage be 
continued for the same amounts as last year. 


(6) I recommend that an appropriation of $3500.00 
be made to the Service Center work of the Masonic Ser- 
vice Association for the year 1945. 


(7) I recommend that а Secretary's official manual 
be prepared and distributed to the Lodges, in which there 
shall be set out clear instructions for the usual routine 
and detail work of the Secretary's office, with references 
to the Code given to support the instructions presented. 

(8) At the time of sending this report to the printer, 
I have called a meeting of the Board of General Purposes, 
the Deputy Grand Master and the Grand Wardens for 
today, here in the Masonic Temple, to ask their advice 
and assistance in preparing recommendations in two 
other matters, and I respectfully ask permission to make 
those reports and recommendations later.

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XXXIV 
RELIEF OF EUROPEAN AND PHILIPPINE MASONRY 


In almost all of the countries overrun and occupied 
by the Axis enemy in the War, Masonry has been exiled 
or destroyed. 

Under new conditions of Freedom and Liberty, our 
Brethren of those devastated lands will again establish 
themselves, but the evidence of History surely tells us 
that there will be also irregular and clandestine claim- 
ants to the name and fame of our Society. 

Whenever these re-established jurisdictions can be 
appraised and recognized, we should, through encourage- 
ment and financial assistance, contribute to their pro- 
gress. 

I recommend that the Finance Committee allot to this 
purpose such sum as the income of our Grand Lodge will 
permit and that the incoming Grand Master, Deputy 
Grand Master, Senior Grand Warden, Junior Grand 
Warden, and two Past Grand Masters to be appointed, be 
constituted a Commission to distribute such amounts as 
the Grand Lodge may make available for this purpose. 


XXXV 
FINAL 


Finally, my dear Brethren, as the time approaches 
for me to release the jewel of office to other honored 
shoulders, I sincerely wish I might have served you more 
effectively and have been less prone to err. I have ear- 
nestly endeavored to deserve to say to you that my ser- 
vice came out of loyalty, devotion and good intention. 


It is my privilege to give heartfelt thanks to my as- 
sociate officers.of the line, to the Past Grand Masters, 
to the District Deputy Grand Masters and to many of the 
fine Masons of the Lodges for the personal courtesies 
and kindnesses and acts of assistance and advice all have 
so generously given to me.

The foregoing address was printed for distribution at 
Grand Lodge before the Grand Lodge convened, and there 
were mentioned therein certain items on which the Grand 
Master wished to make specific recommendations, but 
which required consideration in conferences to be called 
on the day Grand Lodge convened. Reports on those 
items follow: 


GRAND MASTER: “Relative to Subject XXV of my Ad- 
dress concerning Sunday work. I made investigation of 
this Sunday work and found that a Past Master, the 
active Senior Warden and the Secretary of the Lodge, 
with six others, had made up this particular meeting, 
without the call, consent or knowledge of the Master of 
the Lodge, for a meeting on Sunday night, when they had 
moved to eonfer the Degree of Entered Apprentice on 
an elected petitioner for the Degrees, considering that it 
was an ‘Emergervicy’, as the petitioner was іп the Armed 
Forces and had only a 24-hour furlough. 


“Т am informed, and I believe, that there will be no 
further such violation of the Code in this lodge, because 
there has been some section of the Code read in every 
meeting since. 

*T recommend to you that a notation be made on this 
report that the lodge and its officers are excused, because 
I have no idea that they will violate the Code again. 
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“АП in favor of this recommendation, say ‘Aye’.” 
(The vote was unanimously favorable.) 


GRAND MASTER: “Brethren, I thank you and the . 
brethren of that particular lodge will be grateful to you." 


GRAND MASTER: “The next recommendation I have to 
present is as follows: 


*In the Grand Lodge Law, there appears to be no pro- 
vision requiring report to the Grand Secretary of the 
election of candidates for the Degrees until the annual 
report in December of each year. Аз а consequence, many 
elected petitioners are not reported to the Grand Secre- 
tary until several months after the conferring of the De- 
grees has been completed, and the Claudy books are sent 
out after the checking of the returns, and after the can- 
didate has even completed his Degrees and moved away 
from the lodge. 

“Т recommend that the Secretaries of lodges be re- 
quired to report to tue Grand Lodge the date of election 
of petitioners for the Degrees immediately upon such 
consummation, to the end that Claudy books may be de- 
livered into the hands of the proper officers of the Lodge 
for delivery to Candidates as the degrees are conferred. 

“Тыз matter comes up in view of the fact that five 
or six hundred sets of the Claudy books have been for- 
warded to the lodges after auditing of returns—in some 
cases, many months after the candidate has received the 
Degrees." 

(This recommendation was referred to the Commit- 
tee on Masonic Jurisprudence, and it was approved and 
adopted; see page 137). 


GRAND MASTER: “The next recommendation had to do 
with the fact that our beloved Grand Secretary, John 
Huske Anderson, will not be able to be active. 


“I recommend that Brother John Huske Anderson 
be elected Grand Secretary Emeritus, and that the Fi- 
nance Committee be requested to set up Twelve Hundred 
Dollars per year as an honorarium for the Grand Secre- 
tary Emeritus.

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“I will entertain a motion for the adoption of this re- 
commendation, at this time." 


(А motion was made, and duly seconded, to approve 
this recommendation of the Grand Master, to the effect 
that Brother John Huske Anderson be elected Grand Sec- 
retary Emeritus, and that the Finance Committee be re- 
quested to set up Twelve Hundred Dollars per year, as 
an honorarium for the Grand Secretary Emeritus. The 
motion was put, unanimously carried, and the recom- 
mendation was approved and adopted.) 


GRAND MASTER: “Along in the middle of the summer 
of 1945, there came into my hands a bona fide offer, 
without solicitation from any Mason, so far as I know, to 
purchase this building. I stated to the proposer at that 
time that no one had authority to sell, and inasmuch as 
the offer seemed to me to be a reasonable one, I felt that 
I did not have the right or the duty to throw it aside, 
without making some report. Also, today, at a meeting of 
the Board of General Purposes, the Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Jurisprudence, the Deputy Grand Master and 
the Grand Wardens, this proposal was brought before 
them, and discussed at some length. That meeting was 
ealled to assist in recommending whether or not, at this 
‚ time and under the proposition offered to us, we should 
proceed to sell the building. Also to consider that we 
might find ourselves in the position of having sold our- 
selves out on the street, because of the present difficulty 
in procuring building material and supplies, which situ- . 
ation retards and makes difficult the construction at the 
present of any sort of building. With their advice (I have 
the approval of those with whom I discussed this mat- 
ter), I have this recommendation to offer, based on the 
fact that there was and is in the hands of the Masonic 
Temple Construction Company a bona fide offer, accom- 
panied by a token payment showing good faith— 


“Т recommend that the Grand Lodge do not, at this 
time, move to sell the Masonic Temple, and that the in- 
coming Grand Master appoint a committee of three Ma- 
sons of the City of Raleigh to negotiate an arrangement 
with the Masonic Bodies of Raleigh, looking to the build- 
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ing of a Masonic Temple, in Raleigh, by the Grand Lodge, 
to be used solely for Masonic occupancy, and of such 
plans and locations as shall be suitable and acceptable for 
the use of the Grand Lodge and for the Masonic organi- 
zations of the local Masons of Raleigh; and that the said 
Committee of the Grand Lodge be authorized to receive 
bids to purchase the present Masonic Temple, and report 
to the Grand Lodge in April, 1946." 


(This recommendation was referred to the Committee 
on Masonic Jurisprudence and was approved and adopted 
—see page 136).

AWARD OF JOSEPH MONTFORT MEDALS 


GRAND MASTER: “I have chosen to award the Joseph 
Montfort Meritorious Service Medal of the Grand Lodge 
of North Carolina to M.'.W.'.John H. Cowles, Past 
Grand Master of the M.'.W.'.Grand Lodge of the State of 
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Kentucky, Sovereign Grand Commander of the Supreme 
Council of Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite for the 
Southern Jurisdiction of the United States of America, 
and a distinguished Mason—so known all over the world 
—and whose accomplishments so far outshine those of 
most others—Most Worshipful Sir and Illustrious Grand 
Commander—at least, among the distinguished Masons 
of the world." 


(Presents Medal to John Н. Cowles) 


M.’.W.’.JOHN Н. Cowes: “Most Worshipful Sir and 
Brethren, I think it is undisputed that if there is any of 
our ancient brethren who deserve medals struck in his 
honor, it is Joseph Montfort. I remember with what thrill 
I visited Royal White Hart Lodge Number 2, some years 
ago, and with my hat off in reverence, wandered through 
that lodge room and saw in memory the services and la- 
bors rendered by those men who were Masons, and those 
Masons who were men. Then I went and stood by the 
grave of this distinguished brother, and there came an 
additional thrill to me, and in my thoughts, I wondered 
what were the conditions of those days, and it seemed to 
me that I could see the hardships, the difficulties and the 
labors that those brethren performed in order to carry 
on the usual things in life. 


“T have always had the most delightful courtesies and 
attention paid to me on my visits to the Grand Lodge of 
North Carolina. My first visit was when your Past Grand 
Master Alexander Andrews was the Most Worshipful 
Grand Master, and I began to feel like I was an old Past 
Master at that time. Why, I can hardly realize that so 
many days have gone by since I was elected Grand Mas- 
ter in 1909. 


“T was so glad to see the respect you have shown to 
the presiding officers of the Grand York Rite Bodies to- 
night, and the thought came to me that I was Grand Com- 
mander in 1896 and was Master of my Blue Lodge in 
1892. I am beginning to feel like an old man. However, 
the Brethren are very kind in practicing their Christian 
Science on me, in having me think I am not getting so old 
as Iam. So many have said to me today, that I look just 
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exactly as I did twenty years ago. They are cheerful liars, 
but I love them for it! 

“Оп this day you have given me a great distinction, 
and you have conferred upon me a most distinguished 
honor—one that shall ever be remembered. 

*[ have enjoyed my visit here, short as it is, and I 
would enjoy it a great deal more if I could stay longer. 
Perhaps you would not, but I would. | 

“These good brothers (pointing to pictures of Past 
Grand Masters on the walD, so many of them are gone 
now that I knew in earlier days and some of them are ill— 
my friend, John Anderson. He is a Spanish War veteran 
and so am I, and that brought us closer together. But here 
is Brother Charlie Newcomb, and three or four more I 
have known for years. A large number of them have 
passed away. We paid a tribute to one of them tonight, 
Brother ‘Rip’ Dunn. I loved that man. I think he was one 
of the finest characters I ever knew. But I must not re- 
minisce, for there is no end to reminiscence, and I do not 
want to be placed in the position of а brother who was 
addressing an audience like this, and he had something 
on his mind, and he said, ‘Brethren, I must trespass upon 
your time.’ One brother arose and said, ‘We have no ob- 
jection to your trespassing upon our time, just so you do 
not encroach upon eternity.” 

“Brethren, I thank you.” 


GRAND MASTER: “Т have chosen also our own M.’.W..’. 
Edgar W. Timberlake, Past Grand Master. 

“Most Worshipful Sir, in taking recognition of your 
service to Masonry in North Carolina, it is my distin- 
guished privilege, in the name of the Grand Lodge of 
North Carolina, to mark you as a Mason of meritorious 
service.” (Presenting him the Joseph Montfort Meritori- 
our Service Medal). 


M.’.W.’.EDGAR W. TIMBERLAKE: ‘Most Worshipful 
Sir, Grand Master, this is a distinguished honor which I 
greatly appreciate, and I assure you, Most Worshipful 
Sir, that I do not feel that I merit this distinguished 
honor and, therefore, value it all the more highly. Most . 
Worshipful Grand Master, I thank you." 
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(The Grand Master then called for W.'.F. М. M. 
White, and was informed that he was not present). 


GRAND MASTER: “Brethren, Worshipful Brother 
White, a member of Royal White Hart Lodge Number 2, 
which was the first lodge in North Carolina established 
by our most distinguished Brother, Joseph Montfort, at 
Halifax. That lodge at the present time has a membership 
of 28 or 30 members. The membership, under the leader- 
ship of Brother White, took their burden on their own 
shoulders and set out, in the name of Masonry and of 
Royal White Hart Lodge Number 2 and of Joseph Mont- 
fort, to recondition, improve and re-establish their an- 
cient lodge building. As a consequence, the lodge has felt 
the rejuvenating influence of that spirit of courage, de- 
votion and confidence of Worshipful Brother White. It 
is, therefore, my honor and privilege to designate Brother 
F. W. M. White, Past Master of Royal White Hart Lodge 
Number 2, as a Mason who has shown in that zeal, enthu- 
siasm and willingness for sacrifice that deserves the 
Joseph Montfort Meritorious Service Medal. When he is 
here, I shall present this medal in recognition of his ser- 
vice to Masonry.”

Grady, Past 
Grand Master, found it necessary to notify me, this morn- 
ing, that he would be unable to be in attendance upon 
this session of the Grand Lodge. We shall, therefore, not 
hear the oration he would have delivered to us. 

“I regret to say to you that M.'.W.'.Brother Cowles 
finds it necessary to return to Washington, and we shall 
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not wish to delay him, and we hope that he will be coming 
back soon. 

*Brethren, we have the unique and distinguished pri- 
vilege, honor and pleasure, of having in our midst, to- 
night, His Excellency the Governor of North Carolina, 
Brother R. Gregg Cherry. Your Excellency, I am sure 
your brethren of the Fraternity would appreciate it and 
be delighted if you would either tell them ‘off’ or tell 
them 'in."" 


(Brother Cherry spoke briefly, in part, as follows:) 


W.'.R. GREGG CHERRY: “Most Worshipful Grand Mas- 
ter and Brethren of the Grand Lodge, and distinguished 
guests who have honored the Grand Lodge with their 
presence, tonight, I feel very kindly and very apprecia- 
tive of the very friendly and cordial manner in which 
you permitted me to come here and attend this Grand 
Lodge session. I wanted to take my place among the ‘un- 
washed’, out there, and stay there. However, the Grand 
Master accorded me the recognition of coming here to 
the front, and I appreciate very much looking into the 
faces of these good brethren, coming from all parts of 
North Carolina and from neighboring states, and I say 
to you, Most Worshipful Grand Master, that they are a 
pretty ‘doggone’ good-looking bunch, and I am happy to 
be able to be associated with them, and in coming here.

“There is something in the stress and trial of such 
periods as this that causes men to have a fellow feeling 
that brings them together, and the Masonic Fraternity 
has so much to offer; it is so broad in its scope, reaching 
out to all classes of citizenship, that it offers great op- 
portunity for fine fellowship. 

“I have no speech to make to you, for I am not on your 
program.

We have had 
our ‘V-E’ Day and our 'V-J' Day, but I hope that the 
members of this Grand Lodge, as representatives of thou- 
sands of good citizens throughout North Carolina, as you 
go back to your several homes, following your conven- 
tion here, will bear in mind that the most serious period 
of your Nation's history, in my humble judgment in the 
World's history, will be the next twelve to eighteen 
months, for the reason that we are a great Democracy, 
and as such we are subject to the swayings of public 
opinion.

REPORT OF BOARD OF GENERAL PURPOSES 


M.'.W.'.Hubert M. Poteat presented the following re- 
port of the Board of General Purposes, which was unani- 
mously adopted: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 

The Board of General Purposes has carefully considered the 
address of the Most Worshipful Grand Master and begs to submit 
the following report: 

Grand Master Hobbs has faced, during his eighteen months 
of office, many difficult and serious problems, some of which arose 
out of the war emergency. We desire here and now to say to him: 
*Well done, thou good and faithful servant", and to offer to him 
the warmest congratulations for a masterpiece of constructive 
Masonie work well and truly done. : 

We recommend that the portions of the address which deal 
with decisions, dispensations, and other legal matters, be referred 
to the Committee on Jurisprudence; 

That sections which discuss the Oxford Orphanage be referred 
to the Committee on the Orphanage, and that sections in which 
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the Masonic and Eastern Star Home is discussed be referred to 
the Committee on that institution; 

That all parts of the address which deal with financial mat- 
ters be referred to the Finance Committee; 

That other items mentioned by the Grand Master be handed 
to the proper committees without further specific reference. 

We agree warmly with the Grand Master in feeling that the 
present situation offers to Freemasons everywhere an unparalleled 
opportunity to bring Masonie teachings and principles to bear upon 
the thinking and upon the actions of men and nations the world 
around. 

We applaud the Grand Master's tribute to the untiring devo- 
tion and effective service of the District Deputy Grand Masters. 

We add our congratulations to those of the Grand Master ex- 
tended to the Master and brethren of Royal White Hart Lodge, 
No. 2. 

We concur in the Grand Master's recommendation that the 
Board of Custodians be increased to six members and that the 
duties of the Committee on Lecture Service and of the Committee 
on Masonic Education be assigned to that Board. 

We approve the Grand Master's recommendation with regard 
to the proposed sale of the Masonic Temple in the city of Raleigh. 


We heartily applaud the Grand Master's recommendation that 
M..W..John H. Anderson be made Grand Secretary Emeritus, 
and that he be paid a suitable honorarium. We hail M.'.W.'.Bro- 
ther Anderson with affection and respect for his long and efficient 
service. d 


We greatly rejoice in the large number of class *A" Lecturers 
and class “В” Instructors now available to the Craft for inspira- 
tion and guidance. 

We note with pleasure the Grand Master's report of the fine 
work of the Masonic Service Centers at Fayetteville and New 
Bern, and we are happy to know that Hospital Visitation Centers 
in Asheville and at Camp Butner are functioning smoothly and 
beneficently. We recommend that the Grand Lodge continue its 
membership in The Masonie Service Association, and that the ap- 
propriation suggested by the Grand Master be made. 


We approve the Grand Master's decision not to permit a cam- 
paign to be made for the raising of funds for the Masonic Service 
Association in this Grand Jurisdiction. 

We approve the.Grand Master's recommendation with respect 
to the physical qualifications of petitioners. 

We rejoice with the Grand Master in the sound state of the 
Craft in North Carolina, and in the substantial increase in mem- 
bership. We cannot resist the temptation to express the hope that 
the next few years may not bring such terrific losses as all Ma- 
sonic bodies experienced after World War I, and we urge the lodges 
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in this Grand Jurisdiction to begin now to lay plans for the leaner 
times which will come, sooner or later.

AMENDMENTS TO REGULATIONS 268 AND 283 


The following resolution to amend Regulation 268 
was read and referred to the Committee on Masonic Ju- 
risprudence and it was adopted: 


BE IT RESOLVED, That Regulation No. 268 be revised and 
amended to make the said Regulation read, as follows: 
REGULATION 268: GRAND LODGE LECTURE SERVICE, 


| (А) The Board of Custodians is authorized, empowered and 
directed, in its discretion, 
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(1) То divide the State into such geographical districts as will 
promote the most efficient system of ritualistic instruction to the 
subordinate lodges and to the.membership and may, from time 
to time, increase or decrease the number of such districts, or revise 
the geographical boundaries thereof; 

(2) To make such rules and regulations for the government 
of ritualistie instruction through the Grand Lodge Lecture Service 
as will best and most efficiently promote, extend and encourage 
ritualistic proficiency in the subordinate lodges and the member- 
Ship; and may, from time to time, promulgate new rules and re- 
gulations governing the method of compensation for services and 
expenses for such Grand Lodge Lecture Service; provided, however, 

(i) That no financial commitments or engagements on behalf 
of the Grand Lodge, made by virtue of this regulation, shall exceed 
that which may, from time to time, be authorized by the Grand 
Lodge, and, 

(ii) That no Brother shall be authorized to instruct in the rit- 
ualistic work of the Grand Lodge Lecture Service, for compensa- 
tion, unless he is а Certified Lecturer (Class A), whose certificate 
as such is in full force and effect. 

(B) Each Subordinate Lodge shall engage the services of a 
Certified Lecturer for instruction in the ritualistic work for one 
week, or the equivalent thereof, in every two years; provided, how- 
ever, that the Board of Custodians, in its discretion, may excuse 
any lodge from this requirement. 

(C) АП regulations, resolutions and other actions heretofore 
adopted by the Grand Lodge which are in conflict with this regu- 
lation are hereby repealed.

BE IT RESOLVED: That present Regulation 233 be revised 
and amended to make said Regulation read as follows: 


Reg. 288 OFFICIAL STANDARD OF THE WORK AND 
VOCABULARY: 


(A) The Official Standard of the Work and the Vocabulary, 
promulgated by the Grand Lodge at the Annual Communication of 
1942, together with Bahnson's Manual, are hereby declared to be 
the correct standard of the authorized work and the Lectures of 
the three degrees of Symbolic Masonry, as described in Section 113 
of the Code. Every lodge in this Grand Jurisdiction shall practice 
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the same in all ceremonies of conferring the three Symbolic De- 
grees and in the lectures pertaining thereto. 


(B) The title and entire property rights in and to the said 
Official Standard of the Work, the Vocabulary and Bahnson's 
Manual are, and shall always be and remain, in this Grand Lodge, 
and no Lodge, individual, or other entity whatever, shall ever have, 
or in any manner obtain, or claim, any right, title, or property in- 
terest therein adverse to this Grand Lodge. 


(C) Effective January 13%, 1946, each Lodge shall be en- 
titled to the loan and use of not more than five copies of the Of- 
ficial Standard of the Work which, upon application, shall be re- 
ceived by and accounted for as follows: one copy only to each of 
these officers: The Master, the Senior Warden, the Junior Warden, 
the Senior Deacon, and the Junior Deacon. 


(D) Each Lodge which shall also apply for the Official Stand- 
ard of the Work, shall be entitled, upon application, to the loan and 
use of one copy of the Vocabulary to be received by and accounted 
for by the Secretary of the Lodge. 


(E) No new copy of the Official Standard of the Work or of 
the Vocabulary shall be issued to any Lodge, except to replace those 
returned to the Grand Secretary on account of their useless condi- 
tion, or to replace copies proved to be completely destroyed; and 
when any officer of any Lodge shall fail or refuse to present or 
deliver up the copy of the Official Standard of the Work or the 
Vocabulary with which he is charged, or any or either of them, 
when called for by the Grand Master or his authorized representa- 
tive, the Grand Secretary, or the District Deputy Grand Master, 
said Lodge shall pay a penalty of $5.00 for each copy not so pre- 
sented or delivered up, unless it appears to the satisfaction of the 
Grand Master that the same has been actually completely destroy- 
ed and therefore can not be presented or delivered up, and such 
officers shall be subject to the penalty set forth in paragraph 
“G-2” of this Regulation. 


(F) The Board of Custodians shall have the authority, in 
its discretion and under such rules as said Board may prescribe, to 
authorize the loan of one copy of the Official Standard of the Work 
to each of the following, during the time they are officially acting 
as such: The Grand Lodge line officers, the District Deputy Grand 
Masters, the Assistant Grand Lecturers, and to each of the Certi- 
fied Lecturers and the Certified Instructors during the time they 
are on their respective rosters and certified as such. 


Each copy shall be receipted for by the person receiving the 
same, and such loans shall be subject to all the conditions herein 
set forth to the extent that they can be applied to such persons, 
except as to the penalty of $5.00 mentioned in paragraph “E.” 


(G) It shall be a Masonic offense, of which His Grand Lodge 
shall have exclusive original jurisdiction: ' 
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1: For any brother to have in his possession any copy of the 
Official Standard of the Work or the Vocabulary after the same 
has been accounted for to the Grand Secretary as lost or destroyed; 

2: For any brother to fail or refuse to account for, or to de- 
liver up, any copy of the Official Standard of the Work or of the 
Vocabulary which may have been receipted for by him, or which 
may be in his possession, when called for or demanded by the Grand 
Master or his authorized representative, the Grand Secretary, or 
the District Deputy Grand Master, or by any other person authori- 
zed to call for and to examine said Official Standard of the Work 
and the Vocabulary; 

3: For any brother to sell, give, print, or use any cipher or 
ritual other than that hereinbefore provided for and as further set 
forth in present Regulation 270; 

4: For any brother to make any copy of or from, either in 
whole or in part, or to make or permit to be made any writing 
whatever in, any copy of the Official Standard of the Work or of 
the Vocabulary, or to violate any rule or regulation made to govern 
the use of the same. 

(H) The preparation, distribution and withdrawal of the Of- 
ficial Standard of the Work and the Vocabulary herein provided 
for, shall be under the direction and control of the Board of Cus- 
todians, under such rules, not inconsistent herewith, as may be 
made from time to time by the said Board. 

(I) All regulations, resolutions and other actions heretofore 
adopted by the Grand Lodge which are in conflict with this regu- 
lation are hereby repealed.

The usual annual reports from the several educational Insti- 
tutions administering the Masonic Educational Loan Fund of the 
above four Grand Bodies, were, with two or three exceptions, sub- 
mitted as usual and indicated that the Fund is functioning about 
as in previous years. The amount of money on hand at the several 
Institutions to be loaned is approximately the same as in the pre- 
ceding years.

The death of the Secretary of the Committee added consider- 
able work to the Chairman’s activities and a very full and complete 
report was in contemplation. But due to circumstances over which 
I had no control, the details will have to be postponed until the 
next annual meeting.

REPORT OF DIRECTORS OF OXFORD ORPHANAGE 


The following report of the Directors of Oxford Or- 
phanage was read and referred to the Finance Commit- 
tee: 


The Board of Directors of the Oxford Orphanage, 
Inc., Oxford, North Carolina, submits herewith its an- 
nual report to the Grand Lodge of North Carolina. 


In spite of the difficulties of travel, your Board of 
Directors has held its quarterly meetings for the year 
1944. The Executive Committee has likewise held sever- 
al meetings during the year, during the months in which 
the regular Board meetings were not held. At each regu- 
lar meeting of the Board of Directors, reports of the 
Executive Committee and of the Advisory Board were 
received, read, and filed. The Superintendent of the Or- 
phanage has also submitted full and complete reports, 
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including financial report, at each meeting. This has 
enabled us to keep informed as to all activities of the Or- 
phanage and its needs. The Board has likewise approved 
the recommendation of the Superintendent for various 
repairs and improvements. 

We are glad to report that the appropriation of the 
Grand Lodge has been paid in full and also the appro- 
priation by the State of North Carolina has been paid in 
full. We are grateful for this fine record which remains 
unbroken over a long series of years. The contributions 
and special collections from the Lodges have shown an 
increase over the year before and reflects the loyalty and 
devotion to the Orphanage that is encouraging. We ac- 
knowledge with gratitude the special gifts from the Oasis 
and Sudan Temples, А. А. О. N. M. S., particularly the 
fine gift of $1,000.00 from Sudan Temple for repairs 
and repainting of swimming pool and bathhouse. We 
acknowledge with thanks contributions from the York 
Rite Bodies to the library fund; the gifts of the Scottish 
Rite Bodies and its various reunion classes; the Chapters 
of the Eastern Star and to the large number of non-Ma- 
sonic friends, who carry in their hearts the needs of the 
Orphanage. The income for the year has been sufficient 
to take care of our needs and at the same time give us а 
substantial balance with which to begin the New Year 
and take care of our current expenses during the “lean” 
months. 


The Orphanage has kept its operating expenses with- 
in its income and has been able to hold them down con- 
sistent with adequate care and the needs of property 
upkeep. 

There is an increase each year in the special bequests . 
and legacies which come to the Orphanage and we heart- 
ily recommend to our Brethren over the State that they 
keep the Orphanage before interested friends as an 
agency to be,remembered in their wills and life insur- 
ance policies. We recommend the continuation of the 
present plan of thé Lodges in raising collections at 
Thanksgiving and Christmas, and we note with pride 
the gradual increase of interest in the Orphanage as in- 
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dicated by the increase of these collections. It is fervently 
hoped that the amount of these collections will continue 
liberal and that the Orphanage will never again have 
to place on the road a singing class of little children, who 
by their programs and visits raised a part of the funds 
necessary to take care of our Orphanage family. 


We report with joy the increase in subscriptions to 
The Orphans’ Friend and the more efficient method of 
collecting the subscription price. The Printing Depart- 
ment has again operated within its income; has been 
able to take care of the addition of some necessary ma- 
chinery and repairs and turn over to the Orphanage a 
surplus for operating expenses. The Electrical Depart- 
ment serves the needs of the institution and its net eost 
is chargeable to repairs. The net cost of the Shoe Depart- 
ment is charged to Clothing and the net cost of the Farm 
and Dairy is charged to Food. We feel that this is as it 
should be, for the purpose of their existence is to serve 
the Orphanage in their several respects and at the same 
time provide training for the boys. We recommend that 
more of the Lodges subscribe to The Orphans' Friend for 
its entire membership and thereby increase the sub- 
scriptions and place this organ of the Orphanage in the 
hands of a larger number of the Masons of the State. 


There have been a surprisingly few changes in the 
staff of workers, when we consider the times and condi- 
tions. Their loyalty to the Orphanage is appreciated. АП 
employees of the Orphanage who handle money are 
properly bonded and the Auditor of the Grand Lodge 
makes an annual audit of all Orphanage aecounts and 
reports to the Grand Lodge. 


The population of the Orphanage during the year has 
remained fairly stable in spite of the fact that there was 
a long period during the summer when children could 
not be received on account of the epidemic of Infantile 
Paralysis. We still have a few vacant beds but applica- 
tions are being received regularly. * The health of the 
children has been good and we are happy that we had 
no death or serious accident during the year. 
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The Orphanage has been able to secure most of its 
necessary supplies of food, clothing, and fuel, even in the 
midst of the rationing program, and while many things 
could not be secured, the Orphanage family has been 
kept supplied and comfortable. The school here on the 
campus, which has been a part of the Oxford School Sys- 
. tem since 1931, closed а most successful year with an 
average size graduating class consisting largely of girls. 


We recommend that the Grand Lodge continue its 
appropriations to the Oxford Orphanage in the sum of 
$50,000.00 per year, for, after all, Masonry must remain 
the principal supporter of its Orphanage. 

We are glad to report a successful year in the opera- 
tions of the Orphanage and urge the Grand Lodge, sub- 
ordinate Lodges, and each of our Brethren to continue 
their loyalty and devotion to the cause of our Orphan- 
age at Oxford, North Carolina.

REPORT OF DIRECTORS OF MASONIC AND 
EASTERN STAR HOME 
The following report of the Board of Directors of the 
Masonic and Eastern Star Home was read and referred 
to the Finance Committee: 


To the Grand Lodge of North Carolina, А. Е. & А. M.: 
We are herewith submitting the annual report of the Masonic 
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and Eastern Star Home of N. C., Inc. for the year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1944. 

During the thirty-one years the Home has been in operation, 
three hundred and five men and women have lived in it. We now 
have sixty-two guests in the Home and fourteen on Home Aid. We 
lost fifteen this year by death, and one left voluntarily. The ave- 
rage age of those who died this year was eighty-one years, and they 
had lived in the Home an average of six years and four months. 
One of those who passed away had lived in the Home twenty-four 
years. Twelve new guests were admitted during the year. 


Our Home is becoming each year more of a hospital. The 
guests are older when they are admitted. We had over five thou- 
sand days of care of guests in the Infirmary. 


The problems during the year have been many and great, but 
with the generous help of the Masons and Eastern Stars, and our 
staff of officers and efficient workers, they have been solved in a 
satisfactory manner. 


The donations from the subordinate lodges, and Eastern Star 
Chapters were the largest in many years. There was also an in- 
crease in the cost of operation, but the increase in donations took 
care of it. We are sincerely thankful to each and every one who 
had a part in helping care for our old Masons, their mothers, wives, 
sisters and daughters in 1944. 


We wish to express our thanks to the Grand Lodge, Grand 
Chapter, subordinate lodges and chapters and to our many loyal 
and generous friends over the state for their continued support 
and increased interest in the welfare of the aged. 


The books were audited by the Grand Lodge Auditor, and his 
report shows in detail all receipts and disbursements of all funds. 


The additions to the'Endowment Fund amounted to $4,098.47, 
making a total of $33,634.25. The additions to the permanent im- 
provement fund was $1,597.50, making a total of $49,056.35. The 
monies belonging to these funds are invested in United States Gov- 
ernment bonds as fast as they come in. .

SPECIAL NECROLOGY REPORTS 


The following reports of the Special Committees on 
Necrology were read and entered upon the record: 


RAYMOND CROMWELL DUNN 


Raymond Cromwell Dunn was born in Scotland Neck, North 
Carolina, on November 16, 1882. His hereditary background рго- 
vided the qualities which marked him early in life as a person of 
unusual qualities. He was educated in the private schools of his 
home town and county, and received his college training at Wake 
Forest College. In August, 1908, he received his license to practice 
law, even before he had reached his majority. He located for the 
practice of his profession in Enfield, Halifax County, North Caro- 
lina, and resided there for the remainder of his life. He soon be- 
came an outstanding leader in the business, civic, social, political, 
religious, and Fraternal life of his community. He quickly rose 
to a place of highest esteem by every citizen of Enfield and of 
Halifax County and the entire State of North Carolina, and be- 
came a nationally known leader in his profession of law. Mason- 
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ically, he was one of the best known and outstanding Masons of 
the Nation, for with his fine physical appearance, magnificent 
personality and unusual ability as a speaker, he became an out- 
standing figure in every gathering. 


Raymond C. Dunn was initiated a Mason in Enfield Lodge 
No. 447 on April 8, 1907, was passed on April 17th and raised on 
April 29th of the same year. In less than two months he was 
elected Senior Warden of his Lodge and the following year he was 
elected its Worshipful Master, and was reelected in 1909. He was 
made a Royal Arch Mason in Enfield Chapter No. 52 on June 19, 
1907, later serving as Grand High Priest of the Grand Chapter of 
North Carolina, R.A.M., in 1923. He was dubbed а Knight Templar 
in St. Aldemar Commandery No. 12 at Enfield, on August 2, 1907, 
later being elected Eminent Commander of his home Commandery 
and served in that capacity for many years. He was elected Grand 
Commander of the Grand Commandery of North Carolina, K. T., 
on Мау 12, 1921. In 1908, he was initiated in the Scottish Rite 
Bodies at Enfield and became instrumental in securing the char- 
ter for the Joseph Montfort Lodge of Perfection and the William 
R. Davie Chapter Rose Croix at Enfield and held the offices of 
Venerable Master of the Lodge and Wise Master of the Chapter 
over a long term of years. His outstanding service in this branch 
of Masonry caused him to be elevated to the Honorary Chapter of 
K. C. C. H. In 1919, he received the 33rd honorary degree, the 
signal honor of his esteem by the Supreme Council of the Scottish 
Rite of the Southern Jurisdiction of the United States. 


He was elected Potentate of Sudan Temple, А. А. О. М. М. S., 
in 1922. He was an outstanding National figure in this organiza- 
tion, as well as. in the two higher branches of Masonry which 
claimed his interest in the Temple. 


“Rip” Dunn, as he was affectionately known by all of his 
Brethren, was endowed by nature for a portion of outstanding 
leadership. He was an inveterate worker in all branches of Ma- 
sonry and not only loved all the ritualistic work, but was dramatic 
and powerful in his execution of the ritual in every degree, and 
had no equal in the delivery of lectures. He recognized early that 
the work of the first three degrees was fundamental in the whole 
Masonic program and gave unabated interest to the work of these 
degrees and the activities of his Blue Lodge and of the Grand 
Lodge. His ability was recognized upon his first visit to the Grand 
Lodge when he was made a member of the important Jurispru- 
dence Committee and served cn the same until the time of his 
death. In 1915, he was appointed Grand Orator of the Grand Lodge 
and his oration on the subject “Masonry Is” has been recorded in 
Masonic history as one of the best ever delivered in the Grand 
Lodge. Grand Master J. C. Braswell appointed him Grand Pur- 
suivant of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina in 1920, and he was 
regularly advanced until January 1928, when he was unanimously 
selected as Grand Master of Masons in North Carolina. He was 
the same outstanding leader as Grand Master that he had been 
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through the years in the Grand Lodge and in Masonry elsewhere. 
He was the foremost leader in the Grand Lodge and instituted 
many important improvements. 


The outstanding work that he did as Grand Master which will 
be remembered longest is his work as Chairman of the Board of 
Directors of the Oxford Orphanage during that time and the ‘pro- 
gram which he planned and which he carried through that resulted 
in a building campaign for the Orphanage and the resultant erec- 
tion of two magnificent fireproof buildings and the reconstruction 
and the refurnishing of other buildings. His great interest was in 
the new building known for some time as the Baby Cottage, and 
which prior to his death was named the R. C. Dunn Building in 
his honor. Nothing brought him more satisfaction than this fact, 
and he rejoiced in this recognition by the Orphanage of his out- 
standing service. During his term of office there occurred the 
death of the Superintendent of the Orphanage, making it necessary 
for the Grand Master to appoint a successor. Brother Dunn was 
instrumental in bringing Brother Creasy K. Proctor to this im- 
portant position. The office of Grand Secretary, likewise, became 
vacant by death and Grand Master Dunn. showed his wisdom in 
the selection of Brother John H. Anderson as Grand Secretary. 
He was, also, instrumental in the selection of Brother George R. 
Bennette as Superintendent of the Masonic and Eastern Star Home 
in Greensboro. All of these appointments have proven Brother 
Dunn’s wisdom in his selection of men by the services that his 
appointees have given. 


“Rip” Dunn was from the time of his initiation into the Blue 
Lodge a most fervent and energetic Mason. His service was not 
limited to one branch of Masonry, as this article indicates, but 
his unusual talents became working tools for the promotion of the 
tenets and principles of our great Fraternity throughout the length 
and breadth of our country. He became an outstanding member 
of the legal profession and was one of the State’s great lawyers, 
but no business or social engagement was so important as to cause 
him to neglect or overlook his Masonic engagements. He served 
as a member of the Board of Directors of the Oxford Orphanage 
for a long period of years and his wise counsel and unusual leader- 
ship are reflected in the sound principles of this great institution. 
He received the highest honors in all Masonic Bodies in this State, 
but he felt most at home when mingling with his Brethren. No one 
present at the time will ever forget the session of the Grand Lodge 
when it seemed that illness would prevent his attendance, when 
suddenly he walked into the Grand Lodge meeting, and being ob- 
served, the entire Grand Lodge arose to its feet spontaneously as a 
tribute to him and as an evidence of the love and esteem of this 
grand body. 

In the evening twilight of Thursday, May 3, 1945, after months 
of lingering illness, the spirit of Raymond Cromwell Dunn passed 
from this world of sorrow into that eternal home, “That House 
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Not Made With Hands, Eternal in the Heavens." He is survived 
by an only daughter, Mrs. Marion Dunn Joyner; three sisters, Mrs. 
R. L. Hardy, Mrs. J. D. Perry, and Miss Ione Dunn; one brother, 
Walter Dunn; and three grandchildren, Miriam, Anne, and Powell 
Joyner. 

To the members of his family and his loved ones, we extend 
our deepest sympathy and this Grand Lodge weeps today along 
with the other Masonic Bodies in the loss of an outstanding leader. 
Masonry has lost one of its most ardent, fervent friends and bene- 
factors in the passing of Raymond Cromwell Dunn. He was a 
man and a Mason in every sense of the word. He was a friend and 
benefactor to young men and women and his interest in their wel- 
fare was not only the lending of spiritual and moral admonition, 
but assistance in a physical manner. His presence at our meetings 
and his counsel and leadership will be greatly missed. A tall oak 
in the mighty forest has fallen, but his unselfish contribution of 


is life remains as an eternal monument.

WILLIAM RITCHIE SMITH 


At Glasgow, Scotland, on the twenty-second day of October, 
1874, there came into the world а rare individual known to us as 
William Ritchie Smith, or as we knew him—Billie Smith. 

He came to the United States when he was about nine years 
of age, settling with relatives in New England. His forebears 
were engaged in the Textile Industry as dyers, which trade he 
learned and followed. In his early years he came to Raleigh, North 
Carolina, as foreman of the dye department of a large textile 
plant. Afterward his duties carried him through the two Caro- 
linas for several years. After he became more active in Masonry 
he promoted his Masonic interests along with his business. A 
well known expression of his was, “Т live to dye, and I dye to live." 
In his later years he gave his time exclusively to Masonry. His 
Masonic record is as follows:

And many other Masonic Honors too numerous to mention here. 


Though born in Scotland, not any native of the thirteen colo- 
nies was more devoted to American ideals than was Brother 
Smith. He had his own notions upon questions of policy and did 
not hesitate to express them. He was no coward, fearing reprisals; 
he was no politician crooking the pregnant hinges of the knee for 
personal advantage. While occasionally most insistent, if you did 
not agree with him he did not take offence; he agreed that you 
had as much right to your opinion as he had to his. 


His desire to serve others was his dominant characteristic. 
Essentially he was a humanitarian. Eventually he devoted most 
of his working hours to the manifold activities of Masonry. But 
when it is all summed up, it must be said that next to his family 
and his church, Masonry became the passion of his life. 


Billie Smith was one of the best known, most popular, and 
most influential Masons in North Carolina. Probably no man has 
given of his time and talents to the Masons of North Carolina as 
has Brother Smith. There is hardly a Masonic Body in North Caro- 
lina, either of the York or Scottish Rite, in which his influence 
was not felt, and few in the passing years in which he has not de- 
livered one of his inspiring addresses. 


He was one who withheld criticism and bestowed praise. If 
someone did wrong he had an excuse for it. Through the years he 
gave countless hours at personal loss in performing various du- 
ties to Masonry. 

Brother Smith was born with the Spirit of Eternal Youth. 
It was with him in his young manhood, through his middle age, 
and into old age; that joyful spirit he imparted to his friends and 
associates, and to the institution of which he was so large a part. 
Despite advancing years and the frailties of the flesh, he always 
maintained the optimism of his younger days. And thus gently 
and sweetly he approached the end. On March 1, 1945, a few 
months after his seventieth birthday, his three score years and 
ten, without apprehension, his rare and radiant spirit, on the 
wings of sunshine, returned to the infinite from which it came. 
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In our faith *to the enjoyment of fadeless light and immortal 
ife.” 
Lis He brought nothing into the world. He took nothing out. But 
if friendly service to fellowmen can be measured—and doubt not 
that the Almighty measures it—he gave much to the world, and 
the world is better that he lived.

ROBERT TRAWICK ALLEN 


Dr. Robert Trawick Allen, who died at the Thompson Memo- 
rial Hospital in Lumberton on February 14, 1945, was born in 
Wake Forest on August 10, 1875, son of the late Romulus and 
Telitha Mitchell Allen. He was graduated from Wake Forest 
College and the Baltimore College of Dental Surgery, and began 
his practice of dentistry in Lumberton in 1899. In December of 
1899, he was married to Miss Nettie Pitman, who died on April 
27, 1943. To this union were born four children, who survive him. 

Dr. Allen was known throughout Eastern Carolina for his 
activities in the Masonic Fraternity. On August 1, of last year, 
he was elected to life membership “for meritorious service” in St. 
Albans Lodge, No. 114, A. F. & A. M., of which he had been a 
member for 43 years, serving as Secretary for 27 years, and Mas- 
ter in 1905. At an open meeting of St. Alban’s Lodge and of 
Lumberton Chapter No. 116, Order of the Eastern Star, of which 
he was a member and Past Patron, last September 12, he was one 
of 18 members who were awarded 25-year certificates by Grand 
Master Julius C. Hobbs of Wilmington, and he was singled out 
for special honor by being presented $150 in cash as a token of 
appreciation of service in his lodge. 

A member of Scottish Rite since 1920 and five years later 
he became a member of Sudan Temple, of which he was named 
Potentate in 1938. He was honored with the 38rd degree in 1931. 
He had served as Deputy Grand Master of the 11th Masonic Dis- 
trict for the past 15 years and had been a certified lecturer of the 
Grand Lodge of North Carolina since 1941. 

Even longer than his service as Secretary of St. Alban’s 
Lodge was that as Clerk of the Robeson Baptist Association, a 
position he held for 40 years. Other church activities include be- 
ing Clerk of the First Baptist church of Lumberton for more than 
20 years, and Superintendent of the Intermediate Department of 
the Sunday School for several years, and a member of the Board 
of Deacons for a number of years. Dr. Allen was also well known 
in his profession. Only last December he was honored by being 
presented a life membership in the American Dental Association. 
Of him it can well be said, “He served his day and generation 
well.” The writer knew him as he has known few men, to know 
him was to honor and love him.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON LECTURE SERVICE 


The following report of the Committee on Lecture 
Service was read and entered upon the record; and the 
two resolutions therein contained were duly adopted: 


To The Most Worshipful Grand Lodge Of North Carolina: 


Your Committee on Lecture Service reports that we met with 
the Board of Custodians at Raleigh on October 18 to consider the 
work done during the past year, and to consider the present condi- 
tion of the Grand Lodge Lecture Service and plans for the future. 


The Grand Lecturer has reported to this Committee on the 
work done last year. 

It appears to us that the time has come when a complete 
change must be made in the method of providing instruction in 
the Ritualistie work for our lodges and our membership because 
of the inability of our present plan to provide the required service. 

The program set up in 1941 and 1942 by the Board of Custo- 
dians has produced a large number of Certified Lecturers, which 
is most gratifying and which will assist in meeting the present 
emergency. These brethren are exceptionally well prepared and 
they are willing to help in the Lecture Service to the extent that 
their business obligations will permit. 


We recommend that the entire supervision of the Grand Lodge 
Lecture Service be placed with the Board of Custodians, together 
with such authority and powers as may be necessary to properly 
carry on the program as the Grand Lodge may direct, and to that 
end we endorse the proposed amendment to Regulation 268 which 
is now pending before the Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence. 
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We also endorse the following recommendations made by the 
Grand Master in his address: 

1. That each of our lodges be permitted to have the use of five 
copies of the Official Standard of the Work; 

2. That the Board of Custodians be increased to seven mem- 
bers, with the Grand Master and the Grand Lecturer as ex-officio 
members; 

3. That the duties and functions of the Committee on Masonic 
Education be transferred to the Board of Custodians. 

We further recommend that the Grand Lodge approve and 
adopt the following Resolutions: 

1.: * Be It Resolved: That after the adoption of this resolution 
there shall not be issued, by any lodge or by any brother, any form 
of certificate, or letter, of proficiency in any part of the Ritualistic 
work, except such certificates as may be issued by the Board of 
Custodians after a thorough examination conducted under and by 
its authority and direction. 

2: * Be It Resolved: That the Grand Secretary be authorized 
and requested to call in all copies of the Vocabulary, except those 
copies now in the hand of secretaries of our lodges.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON MASONIC AND 
EASTERN STAR HOME 


The following report of the Committee on Masonic 
and Eastern Star Home was read and entered upon the 
record: 


To the Grand Lodge: 


Your committee on Masonic and Eastern Star Home reports 
to you that because of the conditions which have prevailed until 
September last with respect to travel, the Home has not been visit- 
ed by it as often as in the past. But the committee has endeavored 
to maintain contacts, and makes report on what it finds as follows: 


The total income of the Masonic and Eastern Star Home for 
the past year was $40,411.71, of which income $21,146.60 came 
from this Grand Lodge and its subordinate lodges, and $14,097.72 
came from The Grand Chapter of the Order of the Eastern Star 
and its subordinate Chapters. When it is remembered that there 
are thirty two thousand Masons in this state and nine thousand 
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Eastern Stars, we feel that the ladies of the Eastern Star are doing 
а good part by the Home, which was originated by people who were 
interested in that Order. The Masonic contribution is some sixty 
five cents per capita and the Eastern Star contribution is about 
one dollar and sixty cents per capita. 


The population of the Home for the past year averaged sixty 
two guests. In addition to these, the Home looked after fourteen 
others who could be cared for on Home Aid without entering the 
institution proper. The Home is full, with a waiting list of seven 
approved applieants for admission. The number of hospital cases 
grows year by year, which fact increases the per capita cost, of 
course. During the past year, fifteen of the guests died, at an 
average age of 81 years, having resided there on the average six 
years and four months. 


The physical properties of the Home are in good condition, 
even at the end of the war years. The heating plant has been re- 
newed and is in excellent condition. Your committee has for many 
years been shown around by that consecrated worker, Miss Ada 
Houchins, who was matron for twenty six years, retiring in June 
of last year. The institution produces a supply of milk and butter, 
as well as of pork, which in these times is a great service. 

The Endowment Funds of the institution amount to more than 
thirty three thousand dollars. There is also a fund earmarked ex- 
clusively for permanent improvements, which has by now reached 
the fifty thousand dollar mark. 

We commend the management upon the eminently satisfactory 
manner in which the institution is conducted. Remarks of this 
committee with respect to this matter to the Grand Lodge need 
here only to be pointed to, as stating the good conduct of things at 
this time.

REPORT OF FOREIGN CORRESPONDENT 


The following report of the Foreign Correspondent 
was read and entered upon the record: 


To The Grand Lodge Of North Carolina:— 


Your Foreign Correspondent reports to you that in the past 
Grand Lodge year, he has not attempted to prepare a report for 
inclusion in the Proceedings. The reasons for this course have been 
several, and not exceedingly difficult to find. First, your Corres- 
pondent has been up to his ears in work made necessary by the 
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position of Superintendent of Public Instruction and by the pro- 
secution of the war; second, he has been unable to call for the 
books as usual for the purpose of digesting them; third, the bare 
fact is, that such a report would most probably not have been 
printed if it had been prepared, owing to the limitations upon the 
printing trade in obtaining supplies of paper. Your Correspondent 
therefore comes with proper apology for his failure and states his 
reasons for it. 

Freemasonry in this period would have been a most interesting 
study upon which to prepare a full and complete report. The years 
and the decades have presented to this Correspondent a variety 
of subjects of diseussion by Grand Lodges, Grand Masters, Grand 
Lodge Committees and Foreign Correspondents, year after year. 
One period brought the discussion of the educational program of 
the Masonic Service Association; another brought the discussion 
of the merits and the demerits of Plural Membership; another pro- 
duced a flood of literature on Degrees annexed to Freemasonry; 
still another gave us a discussion of Requirement of Learning the 
Third Degree Lecture, and Wait before Taking Higher Degrees; 
still another, on Standards of Recognition; another time it was 
Latin-American Masonry. Then came discussions of Losses in the 
Depression Years; next, the impending war; and now, in this good 
year of 1945, we are back where we were in 1923, discussing the 
phenomenal gains in membership which we now see. 

Freemasonry is to most men a sort of luxury. When they get 
into a tight place, many members just throw their membership 
overboard; when the strain is relieved, many more come in; many 
of those outside return. Just so, we find that in 1934, we had a 
membership of 3,019,764 Masons in the United States, but in that 
year we lost 153,364 members. Now in the year 1944, we find that 
we had a membership of 2,722,285; but we gained 161,533 members. 
In 1933, we got as high as 3,303,126 Master Masons in good stand- 
ing in the United States; then, in 1941, we got as low as 2,450,000. 
If the rate of gain is maintained for two years more, we shall go 
higher than we ever were before. Thus fluctuates the number of 
members of the fifteen thousand lodges in this country. 

It is interesting to note how this matter of Masonic gains and 
losses affects various sections. The southern Grand Lodges lost 
members more rapidly than any other section. Now, they are show- 
ing a higher rate of gains than any other section of this country. 
The Southern States, Texas to Florida and Virginia, show a rate 
of net gain for the year ending with 1944, of almost exactly ten 
per cent, which is twice as great as that for the rest of the coun- 
try. The smallest numerical gains are recorded in the Rocky Moun- 
tain States; the New England states always show the smallest 
fluctuations either one way or another, on a percentage basis. The 
Grand Lodge of New York again has a quarter of a million mem- 
bers, and by the end of this year it may have ten thousand more. 
It reached its highest point in 1934 with 332,364 members, the 
largest Grand Lodge in the world except that of England. 
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Your Committee on Foreign Correspondence was invited dur- 
ing the year to attend the Semi-Centennial Observance of a very 
fine lodge in the city of Monterrey, Mexico. Except for the fact 
that the invitation was held up in some censor's office so long that 
it came too late to get the proper reservations, your committee 
would have accepted the invitation. Your Foreign Correspondent 
was also appointed а member of а committee which last winter was 
appointed to investigate Masonic conditions in the Republic of Mex- 
ico. The committee was composed of Ray V. Denslow, Charles C. 
Hunt and the undersigned. Because of war conditions, it was neces- 
sary to remain in North Carolina at the time that the committee 
made its visit. The work done by the committee was of a high order. 


We direct the attention of the Grand Lodge to the fact that 
The Masonic Service Association during the past year sent a com- 
mittee to Europe to discover the facts with respect to Freemasonry 
in Continental Europe and with respect to the overrun countries 
in particular. The names of the personnel of this committee appear 
in another report prepared by this writer today. That committee 
visited very many of those countries in which Freemasonry has 
been suppressed by the Axis. The report of that committee will be 
presented at an early date of the Grand Lodges of the United 
States. The report will reveal two matters of outstanding import- 
ance; First, that the Freemasonry in Europe which will emerge 
from the late war will in general meet our standards of recognition ; 
and second, that to assist in this renascence of Freemasonry in 
overrun Axis Europe, some financial assistance from the United 
States will be not only desirable but actually necessary. We have 
no details concerning this matter at this writing. 


We have before us a very interesting letter from Brother 
Robert W. Caldwell, son of Dr. Wallace E. Caldwell of this Grand 
Lodge, who is connected with the American Embassy at Athens, 
and we desire to make some quotations from that letter, dealing 
with conditions in Greece, and after stating that he had met the 
most of the leaders and officers of The Supreme Council and The 
Grand Lodge, and examined the Temple at Athens, he proceeds: 


“The Germans made every effort to kill the organization of 
‘The terrible free thinkers.’ They held the leaders in prison for 
several months; they seized the property of the lodges; they de- 
stroyed the archives and the libraries; and they carried off or de- 
stroyed literally every piece of furniture and lodge equipment. The 
Masonie Temple is absolutely barren and in great need of repair. 
When the Germans released the leaders of Masonry, they forced 
them to promise that they would not allow the former Masons to 
gather in any way. This effort of the Germans, however, failed 
utterly. The lodges met informally at the homes of Masons and 
kept their spirit alive with remarkable success. Today every lodge 
in Greece so far as I can tell is ready to reopen insofar as the mem- 
bers are concerned. The effort to examine the records of the Ma- 
sons during the cecupation has been completed. Very few, if any, 
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Masons collaborated with the Germans ..... There seem to be a 
few individuals of whom there is no trace. ..... 

“The Grand Lodge and the Grand Council meet every fifteen 
days in the homes of the various men. Mr. Papaorgiou, the Grand 
Master, is ill and inactive. Mr. Hadjipanos, the Grand Commander 
of the Supreme Council, and Dr. Perakas, the Senior Grand War- 
den of the Grand Lodge, are leading the movement. They tell me 
that of the twenty lodges in the Athens and The Piraeus area all 
are ready to reopen as soon as they have a Temple in which to 
meet. The lodges in Salinika are presumably in about the same con- 
dition. The members gather and the Masters are active, but the 
meeting places are either destroyed or are occupied by refugee 
families. The lodges in the provinces do not fare so well. The con- 
dition of the people in the outlying districts is still deplorable. 

“It is my fervent hope that American Masons will assist their 
Greek brothers and to this end I should like to be a party. For the 
present, moral support is most needed. The Greek Masons starve 
for information of Masonry in other countries and for contacts 
from which they may know that their fellow Masons in the world 
are interested in them...... For the future there will be many 
material aids which, if they can be given, will be most helpful. The 
lodges are equipped with absolutely nothing....... It will overtax 
the Masons in Greece at present even to repair the damages of 
the principal Masonic Temple in Athens alone. The present plans 
of the Supreme Council and the Grand Lodge are consequently 
very vague.” 

We predict that with reasonable assistance from the United 
States, the Grand Lodges of the overrun countries will reopen in 
the future and be more useful than they have been in the past. 
We direct attention in this connection to the Grand Lodge of the 
Philippines, which is probably left as nearly flat on its back as 
any in the world, and to which assistance of some kind will have 

_to flow. We have no direct word from conditions there at this time. 


We have Masonic letters from Dr. William Moseley Brown, 
known to many in the audience which hears this, now Major 
Brown, in charge of certain military duties in France. We are 
greatly pleased to read from him that he has contacted many of 
the distinguished Masons who entertained this scribe on a trip to 
Europe a few years before the outbreak of the war. He has been 
with Dr. Camille Savoire, of Paris, for instance, recently. It had 
been supposed that Dr. Savoire, your scribe’s host for a day at Le 
Touque de la Foret et de la Mer, France, was dead. He is 77 years 
old and reported in good condition, and writing a Masonic paper. 
He also mentioned Major T. G. L. Lumley-Smith, Grand Secretary 
of one of the Bodies in England, whose wife and daughter were 
killed in a V-bomb explosion in London in 1944. Major Brown 
expects to be back in this country soon. 


This report might be prolonged indefinitely, but it must be 
brought to a conclusion here. The prospects for Masonry in the 
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post-war years are bright. We are admitting new Masons in great 
numbers, but there is hope that the losses in the years to come 
will not be as severe as was Masonry's experience in the Nineteen- 
thirties. We have learned many things in those years, we hope. 


It is hoped and expected that in the very early future, complete 
Foreign Correspondence Report may be again produced and 
printed.

REPORT OF REPRESENTATIVE TO THE MASONIC 
SERVICE ASSOCIATION OF THE UNITED STATES 


The following report of the Representative to the 
Masonic Service Association of the United States was 
read and entered upon the record: 


To The Grand Lodge Of North Carolina :— 


The undersigned has the honor to be the duly elected Repre- 
sentative of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina to the Annual 
Meetings of the Masonic Service Association of the United States, 
having held this honor and having attended all meetings, over a 
period of about twenty years past. The same conditions which 
prevented this Grand Lodge from holding its Annual Communiea- 
tion at the customary time this year, also prevented the Masonic 
Service Association from holding its Annual Meeting in February, 
1945, in Washington. Strictly speaking, having attended no meet- 
ing, I perhaps should have no report. But the Masonie Service 
Association has been functioning, and it seems that I ought to tell 
you something of what is being done, which is much more impor- 
tant than what might have been said in an Annual Meeting about 
it. 

First, let it be said that this year, The Masonie Service Asso- 
ciation has up to date this year received (October 27) $483,188.12. 
Of this amount, The Grand Lodge of North Carolina has contribu- 
ted nothing. The Masonic Service Association has received the sum 
of thirty five dollars from individual Masons in North Carolina 
during the year. 


The work of the Service Centers has been outstanding, as well 
as that of the Hospital Visitation Service. I do not here attempt 
any detailed description of what was done in such services here in 
North Carolina; it is too well known to require such treatment. 


А Service Center was established by the Masonie Service As- 
sociation in Paris, France, during the year. It is located at 8 Rue 
Puteaux, and has been most useful as a meeting place for Allied 
soldiers there. The quarters of the Center are in the Temple of the 
Grand Lodge, donated by it. The director of the Center is Brother 
Alvin Brewer, а Technician with the Medical Corps in France, who 
has most unselfishly given himself to the work and made it useful. 
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Another service cf the Association is in Hospital Visitation. 
There are now 44 Hospital Visitors going daily to 72 government 
hospitals to. call upon the wounded. They give them cigarettes, 
books, musical instruments; do their shopping, writing to lodges 
and families, bring them comfort Masonically in many ways. The 
total number of such visits runs up to a quarter of a million to the 
end of 1945, and is constantly increasing. Our visitors are at Ashe- 
ville and Camp Butner. 

Still another activity of the Masonie Service Association is 
the Masonic Mission to Europe, sent in August, 1945, to study the 
conditions and the needs of the Masonic Grand Lodges of Europe 
in the overrun countries. This was composed of Ray V. Denslow, 
Chairman; Charles H. Johnson of New York, George E. Bushnell, 
of Michigan, and Claude J. MeAllister, of Montana. They visited 
а dozen countries of Europe, ascertained their needs and will 
shortly be presented, showing the need of some funds toward re- 
habilitation. More than this, the Mission did show these Grand 
Bodies through leaders still alive, how to seek successfully wider 
recognition from American Masonry; it is believed that a fund can 
be pooled which will do great good toward the unification of Ma- 
sonry in the future. 


The war is over, and the opportunity of the Service Associa- 
tion to render real service grows apace. We have the vision of it, 
and it behooves us to give it real and genuine support. 


The War Program of the Masonie Service Association has 
been, and is, the greatest War Program that Masonry has ever 
undertaken in history. It has met a deeply felt need. Freemasonry 
will emerge from this war very greatly stronger than it has from 
past wars, and that strength will abide in it.

REPORT OF REPRESENTATIVE TO THE GEORGE 
WASHINGTON MASONIC NATIONAL MEMORIAL 
ASSOCIATION 


The following report of the Representative to the 
George Washington Masonic National Memorial Associa- 
tion, was read and entered upon the record: 


To The Grand Lodge Of North Carolina :— 


Having been designated your Representative to the George 
Washington Masonie National Memorial Association at the 1944 
Annual Communication of this Grand Lodge, I take it that it is 
proper to make some report at this time. 


As is already known, all of the meetings which are usually 
Scheduled to be held at and about February 22nd, and were ex- 
pected to be so held in 1945, were cancelled in 1945 on account of 
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the emergencies of war, and therefore your Representative would 
not have any report to make. But the Board of Directors of the 
Association met on the day on which the Association as a whole 
meets, and certain business of importance was considered. 


The George Washington Masonie National Memorial Associa- 
tion suffered a great loss in the death of its Secretary and Trea- 
surer, J. Claude Keiper, who was also Grand Secretary of the 
Grand Lodge of the District of Columbia. Others whose voices had 
been heard in its counsels, and who were reported as gone forever, 
were: 


Charles H. Callahan, and John T. Cochran, of Virginia. 
James R. Johnson, of South Carolina. 

D. Rufus Cheney, of Oregon. 

Herbert S. Sands, of Colorado. 


The Directors heard and discussed a report of the architects 
to the effect that the total cost of completing the Memorial would 
be about one and a quarter million dollars. A committee was ap- 
pointed toward “Completion Plans", and the Association looks for- 
ward to the time when this completion may be a reality. The fi- 
gures above are, as of now, of course subject to revision. 


It is hoped that the Annual Meeting of 1946 may be held as 
in the past.

YORK RITE MEMORIAL CHAPEL AT OXFORD 


R--W--LUTHER T. HARTSELL, JR., Junior Grand War- 
den: “Most Worshipful Grand Master and Brethren, I 
bring before this Grand Lodge a matter for its considera- 
tion. Last month, in the city of Charlotte, the Grand 
Chapter of Royal Arch Masons, the Grand Council of 
Royal and Select Masters, and the Grand Commandery 
of Knights Templar held their annual meetings. 


“T believe, that the thing which is nearest the heart 
of every Mason in North Carolina is the function of this 
Grand Lodge in caring for approximately 300 children 
at its Orphanage at Oxford. For almost three-quarters 
of a century, now, this Grand Lodge has conducted that 
institution and has graduated therefrom a tremendous 
number of fine young women and young men, who are 
citizens of this State and of other neighboring States. 
Through all that period of time, we have provided for 
those young people full and adequate accommodations, so 
far as residence is concerned; full and adequate accom- 
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modations, so far as educational instruction is concerned ; 
and ample and adequate accommodations, so far as phy- 
sical education is concerned. But during that long span 
of time, for some unknown reason, the Masons of North 
Carolina have overlooked the very thing upon which 
Freemasonry is erected, and that is the spiritual life of 
those boys and those girls that our charges, so to speak, 
in the Oxford Orphanage. 

*At the meeting of the Grand York Rite Bodies, to 
which I referred a moment ago, resolutions were adopted 
by all three Bodies to request this Grand Lodge to permit 
them to erect on the campus at Oxford Orphanage a 
YORK RITE MEMORIAL CHAPEL for the purpose of 
supplying to those boys and girls a necessary place in 
which to educate them spiritually. This matter was tak- 
en up with your Superintendent, Brother Creasy K. 
Proctor, and sketches of a possible chapel were procured ; 
and in the event that the Grand Lodge of North Carolina 
sees fit to accept this gift, it is the plan of those Grand 
York Rite Bodies to erect a suitable building, seating 
something over 400, with adequate Sunday School rooms 
and with adequate facilities thoroughly to carry on the 
spiritual and the religious training that those boys and 
girls ought to have. 

* Most Worshipful Sir and Brethren, I have been com- 
missioned by the three Grand York Rite Bodies of North 
Carolina to ask the permission of this Grand Lodge for 
those Bodies to make such gift to Oxford Orphanage. 
This matter was brought before the Board of Directors 
of that institution, yesterday, at their meeting. The Di- 
rectors passed a resolution expressing a desire on their 
part to accept the gift, subject to the action of this Grand 
Lodge. 

* As it is the purpose of those Grand York Rite Bodies 
to give the proposed chapel to the institution, I move, 


"That the Grand Lodge of North Carolina accept from the 
Grand York Rite Masonic Bodies, which I have named, a YORK 
RITE MEMORIAL CHAPEL, to be erected on the campus of 
Oxford Orphanage, at a location to be selected by the Directors 
of that institution; the said gift to be made without reservation, 
without condition, without restriction, and without any strings 
tied to it in any way, an adequate chapel for religious education 
of the boys and girls who are our charges." 
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Тре motion was seconded. 


GRAND MASTER: “Brethren, this is a very important 
proposal for your consideration. Is there any discus- 
sion?” 

M.’.W...THOMAS J. HARKINS, Past Grand Master: 
“Most Worshipful Grand Master, I do not feel that any 
remarks in favor of this motion are necessary, because I 
feel quite certain that this Grand Lodge will recognize 
the value of this offer at once. As a member of the Board 
of Directors of Oxford Orphanage, at the meeting yester- 
day, I had the pleasure of hearing the matter discussed 
and had the opportunity of inspecting the proposed ten- 
tative plans. I think there is need for this structure on 
the campus at Oxford, and I want to commend the York 
Rite Bodies for their foresight and their willingness to 
furnish this need. I most earnestly urge this Grand 
Lodge to accept the proposal.” 


GRAND MASTER: “Does anyone else wish to be heard 
in the discussion of this motion?” 

REV. JOHN J. LANGSTON (Mill Creek Lodge No. 125): 
“Most Worshipful Grand Master, the use of a thing 
makes it beneficial; the abuse of it makes it destructive. 
Although never having been to Oxford Orphanage, I can 
see the possibility of this gift being used to great advan- 
tage, and making a great contribution to the lives of the 
young people who pass through that institution; and I 
want to pass on to the Grand Lodge the sentiment of the 
lodge I represent, here, tonight, as approving the idea.” 

GRAND MASTER: “Is there any further discussion? 
All in favor of the motion will make it known by rising.” 

The motion made by Brother Hartsell was unani- 
mously adopted. 

GRAND MASTER: “Brother Grand Marshal, you will 
conduct W.'.John W. Patton, Assistant Grand Lecturer, 
to the East." 

Brother Patton was received in the East by the Grand 
Master. 

GRAND MASTER: “Brethren, Brother Patton has been 
an Assistant Grand Lecturer for more years than some 
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of you young fellows can remember—since 1908, I be- 
lieve. Today, Brother Patton is eighty-five years old— 
he just reminded me that I matured him one day too 
early—his birthday is tomorrow, not today. Brother Pat- 
ton has just signified his intention to retire from active 
service as Assistant Grand Lecturer, and you will aid me, 
now, in giving him Grand Honors." 


Grand Honors were given. 


GRAND MASTER: “Brother Patton, your Brethren 
love you, and we hope you can come back here when some 
of these young fellows are gray." 


W.’.JOHN W. PATTON, Assistant Grand Lecturer: “I 
appreciate this very much, Brethren.”

SPECIAL MEETINGS 


The Board held a meeting on August 22, 1944, at Raleigh to 
prepare and publish the rules to govern the distribution and use of 
the Official Standard of the Work and the Vocabulary, pursuant 
to Regulation 283 adopted in 1943 (Proceedings 1943 at Pages 77 
and 78). The rules are attached to this report as appendix “А.” 


The Board held a special meeting jointly with the Committee 
on Lecture Service, in Raleigh, on October 18, 1945, at which a 
detailed survey of the past work was made, and plans for the fu- 
ture were considered at length. All members of the Board and of 
the Committee on Lecture Service were present at the meeting. 


ANNUAL MEETING 


The annual meeting of the Board was held in Raleigh, begin- 
ning at 9:30 a. m., Monday, November 5, 1945. There were pres- 
ent: 

M.'W.Julius C. Hobbs, Grand Master; M.’.W.’.Jas. E. Ship- 
man, P. G. M., Chairman; M.’.W.’.Chas. B. Newcomb, Р. С. M., 
Secretary; and W.'.Craven E. Harrington, P. M., С. L., members 
of the Board of Custodians, and Brothers W.'.Percy С. Stott, 
P. M., C. L., and Jno. W. Patton, Assistant Grand Lecturers. 


The Board conducted re-examination for renewal of their Cer- 
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tificates of Proficiency in the Ritualistic Work of 26 Certified 
Lecturers (Class “А”) and 23 passed. Twenty Certified Lectu- 
rers, in addition to those examined, had been notified to appear 
for re-examination, but failed to do so. Illness, military service 
or urgent business engagements prevented most of them from 
taking the examination at that time. The Board will invite these 
brethren to appear at the next examination to be conducted, and 
if they fail then to appear, their names will be dropped from the 
Roster of Certified Lecturers. 


CERTIFIED LECTURERS AND CERTIFIED INSTRUCTORS 


We have received most gratifying reports of the benefits de- 
rived by the subordinate lodges from the efficient and unselfish 
work of our Certified Lecturers and Certified Instructors, and the 
Grand Lodge should feel proud of these Brethren who are doing a 
first-class job. The Grand Lodge can find a further reason to 
support this program, as evidenced by the increasing number of 
brethren applying for certificates of proficiency. 


RESIGNATION OF J. W. ALFORD, ASSISTANT GRAND LECTURER 


It was with deep regret that the Board received advice from 
the Grand Master that our Brother, J. W. Alford, resigned as As- 
sistant Grand Lecturer on July 20th, 1945, because of his health. 
His resignation has left a big void to be filled in the Western Dis- 
trict, and the Board takes this means to express its appreciation 
for the fine work done by Brother Alford in his District. 

We commend the fine work of Brothers John F. Marquette 
and Percy C. Stott, Assistant Grand Lecturers, and we recommend 
them to the Grand Lodge for re-appointment. 


JOHN W. PATTON 


For more years than many of us can remember, our beloved 
Brother, John Webster Patton, has served our Craft as an Assis- 
tant Grand Lecturer, and he has served faithfully and well. He 
will celebrate his 85th birthday tomorrow, on which we congratu- 
late him, but he now finds that the strenuous work of lecturing 
makes it advisable for him to discontinue it. We record here our 
appreciation for his fine service, as well as our admiration, love 
and respect for him. 

We here record our expression of sympathy for W.'.Zeb. V. 
Snipes, Grand Lecturer, who was prevented from attending this 
meeting because of severe illness. 


OFFICIAL STANDARD OF THE WORK 


After thorough consideration of the need of our lodges for in- 
struction, and having observed the efficiency of the Official Stand- 
ard of the Work in making instruction and proficiency easier, we 
heartily and unanimously approve the recommendation of the 
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Grand Master, in his address, that each lodge be granted the use 
of five copies of the Official Standard. j 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


We offer the following recommendations in the form of a res- 
olution: 


Be It Resolved, * 


1. That the Board of Custodians be authorized to continue the 
program of Examinations for Proficiency in the Ritualistic Work, 
as heretofore approved by the Grand Lodge in 1941 (pages 102 
and 103 of the Proceedings of 1941), and as amended in 1942 
(page 75 of the Proceedings of 1942), and as again approved in 
1944 (page 102, Proceedings 1944), with the further amendment 
to that plan and program, as follows: 

(a) That certificates of Certified Lecturers and Cer- 
tified Instructors, issued after the examination in Sep- 
tember, 1945, shall be renewed by re-examination every 
five (5) years, and any certificate of proficiency may be 
revoked by the Board of Custodians, in its discretion at 
any time, after not less than five days’ written notice to 
the brother and opportunity for him to be heard. 

(b) That any Certified Lecturer or Certified In- 
structor failing to appear for re-examination, when noti- 
fied to do so, and failing to give a satisfactory reason to 
the Board of Custodians for his failure, shall automati- 
cally be dropped from the Roster of his Class, and he shall 
be notified accordingly.

APPENDIX “А” 


To All Grand Lodge Line Officers, Masters and Secretaries of Our 
Subordinate Lodges, Assistant Grand Lecturers, District Dep- 
uty Grand Masters, Certified Lecturers, and Certified In- 
structors: 


BRETHREN: 


The Physical Standard of the Work and the Vocabulary adop- 
ted by the Grand Lodge in April 1942 are now ready for distribu- 
tion under the following rules made by the Board of Custodians 
pursuant to Regulation No. 283 as adopted in 1942 (see the Grand 
Lodge Proceedings for 1942 at pages 77 and 78). 
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RULES 


(Promulgated by the Board of Custodians at Raleigh, N. C., 
August 22, 1944) 


1. The Grand Secretary shall be the custodian of all un-issued 
copies of the Physical Standard of the Work and the Vocabulary, 
and he shall issue them only upon written application therefor, 
and he shall provide all forms of application and forms of receipt 
or other documents necessary to account for the same, and he shall 
keep a record of all copies issued and to whoi issued. 


2. The Vocabulary shall be issued only to Secretaries of our 
subordinate lodges and that officer shall be held responsible for 
the same. 


3. Receipts shall be given upon such forms as may be pre- 
scribed by the Grand Secretary by each person upon receiving a 
copy of either the Physical Standard of the Work or the Vocab- 
ulary. 


4. Each person in the following categories may apply for and 
obtain the loan of one copy of the Physical Standard of the Work, 
to wit: The Masters of our subordinate lodges, the Grand Lodge 
Line Officers, the Assistant Grand Lecturers, the District Deputy 
Grand Masters, the Certified Lecturers, the Certified Instructors, 
and the members of the Board of Custodians, to have the use of 
the same under the provisions of Regulation No. 283 and these 
rules. 


5. There shall not be any writing, marking, or notations of 
any kind whatever made in any copy of either the Physical Stand- 
ard of the Work or the Vocabulary, and it shall be the duty of 
any District Deputy Grand Master or any Assistant Grand Lec- 
turer at any time, to call for any copy of either, and to examine 
the same to determine if this rule has been violated; and if it has 
been violated, he shall immediately take up any copy marked in 
violation hereof, and forward the same at once to the Grand Sec- 
retary, and report his action to the Grand Master without delay. 
(See also Regulation No. 283, paragraph 4). 


6. Neither the Physical Standard of the Work nor the Vo- 
cabulary shall be used in any lodge while conferring the degrees, 
nor at any time in coaching or instructing candidates. 


All Lecturers and Instructors are requested to aid and assist 
in the proper use of the Physical Standard of the Work, to make 
it serve the purpose intended by the Grand Lodge. 


Enclosed you will find forms of application which should be 
properly filled out and mailed promptly to the Grand Secretary 
if your lodge desires the loan of the Physical Standard of the 
Work and Vocabulary. The Master must sign the application for 
the Physieal Standard and the Secretary must sign the applica- 
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tion for the Vocabulary, and each application must bear the im- 
print of the seal of the Lodge.

OXFORD ORPHANAGE 


W.'.Creasy К. Proctor, Р. M., Superintendent of Ox- 
ford Orphanage, was recognized. He made a very fine 
and comprehensive verbal report on the activities on the 
campus at Oxford during the past eighteen months. 


REPORT OF THE GRAND HISTORIAN 


The following report of the Grand Historian was 
read, and entered upon the record: 


To the Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


In the midst of events that have made history more rapidly 
and with more powerful impact than any other age the world 
has ever seen, your Grand Historian is called upon to make report 
to the Grand Lodge of North Carolina. It is not easy to do. The 
more of history is being made at a given point of time, the less of 
the assembling of the records of past history is there being done 
at the same time. 


And yet, from the point of view of Freemasonry in North 
Carolina, this is not necessarily true. Another phase of the mat- 
ter does here concern us at this time, however. Our lodges are 
literally too busy to give attention to matters pertaining to the 
heritage of the past. The period from 1842 to 1847 was one of 
real growth in Masonry. The Grand Lodges of this country were 
at that time coming out of the gloom cast over them by the Mor- 
gan episode of 1828, and the political repercussions of the decade 
following, led by the notorious demagogue, Thurlow Weed. New 
lodges were being formed, and new members were being raised or 
restored. Here in North Carolina, there are several lodges that 
date from this period, and it would be a very fine piece of Masonic 
inspiration to see each of these celebrate its centennial at an ap- 
propriate and suitable time. Even in the midst of much degree 
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work time can be found for this, and it will be a reminder of the 
fact that Masonry shall not live by its ritual alone. 


Your Grand Historian reports to you, in connection with the 
celebrations of Masonic Centennials, that through the courtesy and 
kindness of Grand Master Hobbs, he represented the Grand Lodge 
of North Carolina upon the occasion of the Iowa Centennial. The 
Grand Lodge chartered the Grand Lodge of Tennessee—really 
chartered it, an almost unprecedented act. Freemasonry spread 
west from Tennessee, as well as directly from North Carolina. Soon 
there were petitions to the Grand Lodge of Tennessee for dispen- 
sations to form lodges in Missouri. Several of these came into ex- 
istence, and erelong there was formed the Grand Lodge of Mis- 
souri, the story of which has been ably told in detail by Past Grand 
Master Ray Denslow of that Grand Lodge, whose book, “Territo- 
rial Masonry," is an authority on that subject. Next we see the 
spread to the north as well as in other directions, and several 
lodges are chartered in what is now the State of Iowa, bearing 
allegiance to Missouri. And it was in 1844 that these lodges sent 
their representatives and formed the Grand Lodge of Iowa, which 
step was the signal for widespread and rapid growth of Masonry 
in that territory. Newton R. Parvin and Theodore Sutton Parvin, 
succeeded by Charles Clyde Hunt, have kept in perfect condition 
the records of that organization from its beginning. It was duly 
celebrated at Cedar Rapids last June. The celebration was elabo- 
rate and well planned. The Cedar Rapids people were most hos- 
pitable, and the program was very inspiring. Mrs. Allen accompa- 
nied your Grand Master, who brought greetings from the Grand 
Lodge of North Carolina to its great-granddaughter Grand Lodge. 
Grand Master Jory and Grand Secretary Hunt had carefully plan- 
ned all details. 

In this connection it may be stated that while this scribe was 
Grand Master, in the summer of 1939, another of our great-grand- 
daughter Grand Lodges staged its celebration, which we also at- 
tended. This time it was North Dakota, which formed its own 
Grand Lodge at the separation of Dakota territory into two States 
by act of Congress, fifty years earlier. Your Grand Master of the 
day was royally entertained and your Grand Lodge duly honored. 
Two outstanding personages of the celebration were Walter L. 
Stockwell and Governor John Moses, then a line officer, afterward 
Grand Master, who died only a few months ago after being elected 
to the United States Senate. 


All of which last paragraph suggests further that any lodge 
in this State which was chartered in 1895 or thereabouts ought to 
celebrate fittingly its semi-centennial. Any such occasion should 
be marked by the preparation of a suitable historical sketch of the 
lodge. It is not the function of the Grand Historian to tell a lodge 
how to plan a celebration; it may take any of many forms, each of 
which would be effective and pleasant. We have assisted in plan- 
ning a number of such celebrations. One word of suggestion is not 
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out of place. There is a vast deal of difference between the prepa- 
ration of a historical sketch which would be complete and of his- 
torical value, going into biography and the sketch year by year, 
and a sketch which would be interesting to be read on such an oc- 
casion. In fact, it is usually true that the better a sketch is for 
historicity and amplitude, the less useful it is for reading at a din- 
ner or celebration-meeting. The proper course is, to prepare а 
Sketch to any length desired, go to the expense of having it printed, 
present it (including a program of the occasion) to the members 
and guests present, preserve it in the permanent records, and then 
from it get up a brief sketch which deals primarily with matters 
of human interest, to be read upon the occasion by the author. In 
every case, copies should be delivered also to the Grand Lodge for 
preservation. 


Is it worth while to preserve our history? Would not the 
lodges get along just as well if they just forgot the past, buried it 
and looked solely toward the future? The very genius of Freemason- 
ry tells us the answer—we in Masonry cling to the past. Our ritual 
is full of the beauties of the language of the past that is gone, 
save what we preserve. It is full of the beauties of the vestiges 
of the rituals and the traditions of the past. In the ever-changing 
panorama of the decades and the succeeding generations and their 
mobile ideals of life and ways of living, the past is the constant 
to which we are moored that we shall never lose sight of the things 
that never change. History is the imaginative knowledge of the 
past by which one may become in truth the heir of mankind. And 
in Freemasonry we know that that heritage is priceless, indispen- 
sable. 

Your Grand Historian would therefore wish that the lodges 
would take out time to become the possessors of this heritage of 
the past, and pass it on to future generations. If this is done and 
a suitable sketch is prepared and filed with the Grand Lodge every 
quarter-century, we shall not again see what has been seen so many 
times—a lodge hunts for its records, and they cannot be found. No- 
body knows what became of them, but the story of the past for that 
lodge is lost forever. But if a good historieal sketch is prepared 
for each twenty-five years and filed with the Grand Lodge, the 
thief may come, the vandal may scatter, fire may destroy the prop- 
erty of that lodge; but whenever it is desired, its story of the past 
is ready to be consulted. 

Let us, therefore, even in these days when we are so busy with 
degrees that we forget too many other things, keep our past in 
view, get its records together, give that past and those records due 
notice, and hand these things down to posterity in available form 
along with the pride and the enthusiasm which come from them 
and become a part of the heritage of coming generations.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON 
OXFORD ORPHANAGE 


The following report of the Committee on Oxford 
Orphanage was read, and entered upon the record: 


Your committee regrets to report that on account of travel 
conditions, we did not visit the Orphanage during the past year, 
but we have kept in close touch with the Orphanage through The 
Orphan’s Friend, correspondence, and a number of personal con- 
tacts with the Superintendent. 

We are happy to note that the Orphanage has had another 
very fine and successful year. We are very happy to note from the 
report of the Superintendent that 1943 and 1944 has been the most 
successful year, financially, in the history of the Orphanage. 

We are happy indeed to report that the different lodges and 
individuals in the State have materially increased the size of their 
donations. 

We are sure the Masons of North Carolina fully realize that 
they are large stockholders in one of the finest organizations in 
the country, “The Oxford Orphanage,” and they have certainly 
shown that by their increased donations to the Orphanage. 

Your committee is calling to your special attention a lot of 
extra expenses in the way of absolutely necessary repairs that have 
been done in the past year, in the way of sidewalks, replacing old 
floors, and a new boiler which was absolutely necessary, and this 
boiler is not yet paid for. Somebody could make Superintendent 
Proctor mighty happy by paying for this boiler. Most of our lodges 
have adopted the custom of putting on some kind of program or 
special campaign to raise money at Thanksgiving and Christmas 
for the Orphanage. Your committee heartily commends the lodges 
and recommend they continue this practice. 

Your committee would like to call to your attention one lodge 
that has a one-man program for raising money, and that is our 
good brother, Charlie Bagby, of Kinston. He raises a considerable 
amount each year. We have been informed that so far this year, 
he has raised around $3,000.00 and is not through yet. We extend 
our sincere thanks to Brother Charlie Bagby. 
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Brethren, we would like to call to your special attention a 
resolution that was enthusiastically and unanimously adopted in 
Charlotte at the York Rite meeting October 15 and 16, to raise 
money and build a chapel at Oxford to be known as the York Rite 
Memorial Chapel, and to be presented to the Orphanage. Your 
committee highly commends this project and recommends that this 
chapel be accepted as a gift from the York Rite Bodies. 

Brethren, your committee highly commends the management 
and all of the help at the Orphanage for the fine way they have 
carried on during the trying times during the past two years, 
and the fine way the Orphanage has been managed. 

Brother Proctor, the Superintendent, will be glad to meet 
with your lodge any time he can find time to do so, especially when 
you have a large meeting and want him to speak to them. Your. 
committee feels every time Brother Proctor comes, he creates 
more interest in the Orphanage. 

Brethren, your committee heartily recommends that you keep 
a live Orphanage committee in your lodge and keep the fine pro- 
gram of the Orphanage before your membership at all time.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON 
MASONIC EDUCATION 


The following report of the Committee on Masonic 
Education was read, and entered upon the record, and the 
recommendations contained therein were referred to the 
Board of Custodians: 


The Committee on Masonic Education herewith reports on its 
activities since the last meeting of the Grand Lodge. 


Letters were sent to the District Deputies in such districts as 
had no Educational Secretaries. According to such answers as 
were received the following were appointed:

Each Secretary was placed on the mailing list of the Masonic 
Service Association. 

In March 1945 a letter was sent to each Secretary asking for 
information about educational activities. Very few replies were 
received. The absence of replies confirmed the report given by 
those received that due to the pressure of degree work in the lodges 
and war time restrictions on travel little educational work was 
being done beyond the instruction of candidates in the catechism. 

The committee prepared a pamphlet to be sent to each candi- 
date for initiation with the notice of his election. Such reports as 
the committee has received indicate that the pamphlet has met 
with the approval of the brethren. Similar pamphlets dealing with 
each of the three degrees were projected but not completed. 

The committee ran a Question and Answer column in The Or- 
phan's Friend entitled The Masonic Wayfarer until the illness of 
Brother Earp who was conducting the column compelled him to 
relinquish it, and the pre-occupation of the chairman with other 
work prevented him from taking it up. The brethren were re- 
quested to send in questions. To date three such questions have 
been received. 

The committee also projected but did not complete a series of 
study programs for lodges. If this can be done the Librarian of 
the University of North Carolina has expressed his willingness to 
have the pamphlets containing the program and the books to be 
used in the preparatory studies handled by the Extension Library 
of the University. 

The committee approves the recommendation of the Grand 
Master that its work be consolidated with that of the Board of 
Custodians. : 

It recommends that under the new direction and subject to 
the approval of the Board of Custodians the pamphlets mentioned 
above be prepared, printed, and distributed. 

That the Masonic Wayfarer be re-activated. 

That the system of Educational Secretaries in the districts be 
continued and extended with new instructions to be issued by the 
Board of Custodians.

Your Finance Committee reports that they have checked the 
report of the Grand Secretary and the audit of the Grand Auditor, 
and find that the Grand Secretary’s office received the following 
amounts from the sources tabulated, and in parallel column are 
shown estimates made in 1944:

(1) Owing to the increased work in the Grand Secretary's 


Office, it has been necessary to employ additional help, and we 
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have, therefore, increased the appropriation for clerical help from 
$3200.00 to $3600.00, an increase of $400.00. 


(2) Owing to the fact that Assistant Grand Secretary Chas. 
В. Newcomb, who lives in Wilmington, had to assume responsibili- 
ties of the Grand Secretary's Office during the early summer, we 
find it necessary to increase appropriation of Item 2, Section D, 
Grand Secretary Travel Expense, from $250.00 to $600.00, an in- 
crease of $350.00. 


(3) We find that the Supply of Annual Return Forms used 
by subordinate lodges to make their reports to the Grand Lodge 
is exhausted. We, therefore, appropriate $650.00 for printing a 
new supply of these forms, as shown in Item 3, Section F. 


(4) Due to the increased activities of the Board of Custo- 
dians, and at their request, we have increased appropriation to 
Item 5, Section I, Custodians, from $500.00 to $1200.00, an increase 
ef $700.00. 

(5) We concur in the recommendation of the Grand Master 
that such moral and financial help as may be possible be given to 
our brethren of the countries overrun by the Axis powers, and 
recommend that a commission, as recommended by the Grand Mas- 


ter, be set up to handle this fund, for which we have appropriated 
$2500.00. 


(6) We concur in the recommendation of the Grand Master 
in the election of Brother John H. Anderson as Grand Secretary 
Emeritus, with an honorarium of $100.00 per month, said honora- 
' rium not to exceed $1200.00 per year. 

(7) In our report to Grand Lodge in 1944 we recommended 
that:$15,000.00 be taken from General Fund and placed іп а new 
fund, designated as Reserve Charity Fund, to be administered by 
the Grand Treasurer. We find that under this arrangement, we 
have two agencies working in the same capacity. We recommend 
that the Grand Treasurer be directed to turn over to the Masonic 
Foundation, the $15,000.00 set up in Charity Reserve Fund. 

(8) We recommend that $40,000.00 be transferred to the Ma- 
sonie Foundation from current fund surplus for investment.

GRAND MASTER: “Brother Newcomb, do you accept?” 


CHARLES B. NEWCOMB: “Most Worshipful Grand 
Master and Brethren, I am very much embarrassed and 
confused. It is not often that embarrassment and con- 
fusion disturb my ability to express my thoughts, but I 
am in that situation right now. 


“Frankly, I do not know whether I can accept or not. 
In the first place, I had no conception whatever of being 
elected to the office of Grand Secretary, and I have not - 
discussed the matter with my family or my associates in 
business at home. You do not know my situation as I do, 
of course, and I find it difficult to explain it to you. 


“My presence at this desk tonight is the result of a 
promise I made to our beloved friend, John Huske Ander- 
son, who is right now your Grand Secretary, that I would 
assist him in every way I could through this Communica- 
tion of the Grand Lodge. I promised John Anderson early 
in June that I would undertake to direct the affairs of 
the office in his behalf, and I have been commuting be- 
tween Wilmington and Raleigh in the discharge of that 
promise. 

“T am embarrassed because of the great confidence 
in me which you have expressed in the vote you have just 
given; and I find it difficult to refuse to render you any

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service that I can. But there are circumstances and con- 
ditions that make it hard for me to pull up all of the roots 
after about forty years of business and fraternal associa- 
tion in Wilmington, and move to Raleigh; and it is asking 
a great deal of me to ask me to do so. Yet, I want to ren- 
der such service to the Craft as I can. My home, all of 
my business interests, and most of my intimate friends 
are in Wilmington; and these are all ties that are diffi- 
cult, if not impossible, to break. 

“Т say in all frankness and sincerity that I do not 
want the office of Grand Secretary. I did not aspire to it 
and have no ambition for it. I do want to serve the Craft, 
if I can. I am not interested in the emoluments of the 
position and would be willing to serve you for a dollar a 
year, but I cannot move to Raleigh. 

“This subject is filled with big problems for me to 
solve, and no one else can solve them for me. I think you 
know how I feel about this whole matter. I believe I know 
how you feel about the matter too. Certainly my feelings 
must not influence you tonight in the selection of a 
Grand Secretary, because the work must and will go on. 

“Т repeat: I have not discussed the matter with my 
family or my associates at home, and have made no plans 
whatever. Therefore, I find it impossible to answer you 
definitely either ‘Yes’ or ‘No’ at this time." 


HUBERT M. POTEAT: “You will not take it on a dollar 
a year basis. We will see that you are properly paid." . 


CHARLES B. NEWCOMB: “Brethren, if it meets with 
your approval, I would undertake to handle the office of 
Grand Secretary until the next Annual Communication 
in April, 1946. I would do the best I could with it, trying 
to obtain the services of a capable assistant in the office 
at Raleigh to handle the details, and I would commute 
from Wilmington to Raleigh as often as necessary to su- 
pervise the work. Otherwise, I do not see how I can work 
out the problem. 


The motion was made, with no second, as follows: 


“I move, Sir, that this Grand Lodge, following its election by 
ballot of Brother Charles B. Newcomb as Grand Secretary, tender 
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him the office on the basis of his not having to move to Raleigh; 
in other words, on the same basis on which he has served as Assis- 
tant Grand Secretary for the past three months, until the Grand 
Lodge meets in April 1946." ;

1. That the mandatory provision now in effect for the presen- 
tation to the candidates by our subordinate lodges, of the books of : 
Masonic instruction known as the Claudy Books, be abolished as 
soon as the present supply of those books is used up. 


2. That the subordinate lodges be required to present to each 
candidate raised to the Sublime Degree of Master Mason, on and 
after January 1, 1946, a copy of the book of Masonic instruction 
known as Bahnson's Manual, at the cost to the lodge not to exceed 
one dollar per copy. Payment to be made for these books at the 
time the Annual Returns are due to be filed by the lodge. 


3. That the subordinate lodges may voluntarily present to 
their candidates, but at their own expense, the set of books known 
as the Claudy Books.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON 
MASONIC JURISPRUDENCE 


The following report of the Committee on Masonic 
Jurisprudence was read, and adopted by sections, and 
then adopted as a whole: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


Your Committee on Masonie Jurisprudence respectfully sub- 
mit the following report; and for convenience we use the same 
subjects and titles of sub-heads or divisions of the Message of the 
Grand Master as he used, in all of our references to his report: 
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CONCURRENT JURISDICTIONS ESTABLISHED 


We recommend that the Grand Lodge approve and confirm the 
action of the Grand Master as reported under this subject in his 
address, relative to concurrent jurisdiction at Greensboro, and also 
at and near Havelock in Craven County. 


REPORTS OF REQUESTS OF LODGES TO CHANGE PLACE OF MEETING 


It appearing that the provisions of the Code having been com- 
plied with, we recommend that the request of Snow Lodge No. 363 
to move its lodge room or meeting place from Sugar Grove, N. C., 
to Boone, N. C., be approved and confirmed by the Grand Lodge. 


CONSOLIDATION OF LODGES 


We recommend that the Grand Lodge approve and confirm the 
consolidation of Helton Lodge No. 594 with Ashe Lodge No. 671, as 
Ashe Lodge No. 594; also the consolidation of Conoho Lodge No. 
399 with Skewarkee Lodge No. 90, as Skewarkee Lodge No. 90. 


INVASION OF JURISDICTIONS 


We recommend that the action taken by the Grand Master, as 
reported in his address under this title, be approved and confirmed, 
in each case. 


MATTERS OF JURISDICTION AFFECTING OTHER GRAND JURISDICTIONS 


The Grand Master, in his address under this title, reports the 
action taken by him in two cases which are set forth in some detail. 
We recommend that the Grand Lodge approve and confirm his ac- 
tion in both cases as he has reported them. 


CLUBS 


Under this title in his address, the Grand Master reports his 
action on several requests for his approval of the organization of 
“Clubs” within the jurisdiction of chartered lodges. Your Commit- 
tee has carefully considered the report, and have endeavored to find 
the authority in our law, or in the ancient customs and usages of 
the craft, for the existence of such organizations described in the 
report. We do not find any authority under our law for the organi- 
zation, existence, and activity of any Club or other similar entity 
within the lodges or within their jurisdictions, therefore we ap- 
prove the conclusions reached by, and the decision made by, the 
Grand Master and we recommend that the Grand Lodge approve 
and confirm the same. 


INSURANCE MUTUALS IN LODGES 


We heartily approve the decision made and reported by the 
Grand Master under this title of his address, and we recommend 
that the Grand Lodge approve and confirm the same. 
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RELATING TO LODGE BUILDINGS 


We believe the action of the Grand Master as reported under 
this title of his address, is in accord with our law and custom, and 
we recommend that the Grand Lodge approve and confirm the 
same. 

DISPENSATIONS 


The Grand Master reports under this title several dispensa- 
tions granted and several refused, and he gives them in detail. His 
action in each case conforms to our law, therefore we recommend 
that his action as reported.in each case be approved and confirmed 
by the Grand Lodge. 

DECISIONS 


The Grand Master reports six decisions under this title of his 
address. Each one is in accord with our law and we recommend 
that the Grand Lodge approve and adopt each of them as reported. 


RESIDENTIAL QUALIFICATIONS OF PETITIONERS FOR THE DEGREES 


The Grand Master reports two decisions under paragraphs 
*(a)" and *(b)" in this title of his address. The decision under 
paragraph (a) conforms to our law and we recommend that it be 
approved and confirmed by the Grand Lodge. 

The decision reported under paragraph (b) has been consi- 
dered carefully. The status of the petitioner having been establish- 
ed in this particular case, and the case having become moot. The 
whole question of residential or territorial jurisdiction of petition- 
er is referred to the Code Commission for investigation and for 
such action as it deems proper. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


Under this title of his address, the Grand Master makes seven 
recommendations. We take notice of only those within the juris- 
diction of our Committee as follows: 

The recommendations in regard to amending the Code: 


(a) As to physical qualifications of petitioners for the De- 
grees in Masonry (his No. 1); 

(b) As to residential qualifications of petitioners for the De- 
grees in Masonry (his No. 2); 

(c) As to certain change in the number of members of the 
Board of Custodians, and in the duties of that Board (his No. 3); 

j (d) As to the preparation of a Secretary’s manual (his No. 

7). 

We recommend that they be referred to the Code Commission, 
to be included in the code. 

We recommend that the recommendation of the Grand Master 
that the Grand Lodge do not move at this time to sell the Masonic 
Temple and that the incoming Grand Master appoint a Committee 
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of three to negotiate an arrangement with the Masonic bodies of 
Raleigh looking to the building of a Masonic Temple in Raleigh 
and to do certain other things as in his address set forth, be ap- 
proved and confirmed by the Grand Lodge. 

The Grand Master recommends in his address that the Secre- 
taries of lodges be required to report to the Grand Lodge the date 
of election of petitioners for the Degrees immediately upon such 
election to the end that the Claudy Books may be delivered into the 
hands of the proper officers of the lodge for delivery to candidates 
as the Degrees are conferred. 

We recommend that his recommendation on this subject be 
approved and confirmed by the Grand Lodge. 


PROPOSED AMENDMENTS TO CERTAIN REGULATIONS 


The proposed amendments to Regulation 268 and Regulation 
283 which were referred to this Committee yesterday, have been 
carefully considered and we recommend the adoption of each of 
them as presented and without change. See pages 86, 87, 88, and 
89 for full text of these proposed amendments. 


RESOLUTIONS 


At our first meeting, held yesterday at 3:00 P. M., we ap- 
proved the resolution offered by M.’.W.’.Edgar W. Timberlake, 
P. С. M., last night in regard to the present Communication of this 
Grand Lodge, and which was adopted last night. 

We have also considered the two resolutions contained in the 
report of the Committee on Lecture Service, and we recommend 
that both of them be adopted by the Grand Lodge. 

Pursuant to the resolution presented yesterday by M-'.W.. 
Alex. B. Andrews, P. G. M. (See page 76 for the resolution), we 
have prepared, and we submit, the following amendment to Regu- 
lation 269 (Page 18) to carry out the purpose of that resolution: 


Amend Regulation 269 to make it read as follows: 

Regulation 269: A Committee of Library, consisting of five 
members, shall be appointed annually, which shall have general 
supervision of the Grand Lodge Library. The Grand Secretary 
shall be the Grand Librarian. 


PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO THE CODE (HELD OVER) 


We recommend that the proposed amendment to the Code at 
Section 33 which was presented, read and referred to this com- 
mittee at the Annual Communication in 1944 (1944 Proceedings at 
Pages 61 and 117) be referred to the Code Commission to be con- 
sidered along with other amendments in the revision of the. Code 
now in process. 

PROFICIENCY EXAMINATIONS 


We have considered the recommendations in the report of the 
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Board of Custodians as to Grand Lodge authorization for that 
Board to continue the program of Proficiency Examinations. We 
heartily approve the resolutions contained in the report of the 
Board of Custodians, and recommend that the Grand Lodge adopt 
the same.

To Grand Lodge Line Officers, District Deputy Grand Masters, 
Assistamt Grand Lecturers, Masters and Secretaries of Our 
Subordinate Lodges, Certified Lecturers and Certified In- 
structors: 


BRETHREN: 


The Official Standard of the Work and the Vocabulary adopt- 
ed by the Grand Lodge in April, 1942, are to be distributed under 
the following rules made by the Board of Custodians, pursuant to 
Regulation 283, as adopted in 1942 (see Grand Lodge Proceedings 
for 1942, at pages 77 and 78) and as amended in 1945: 


(Promulgated by the Board of Custodians, at Raleigh, N. C., 
December 19, 1945). 


RULE 1. The Grand Secretary shall be the Custodian of all 
un-issued copies of the Official Standard of the Work and the. 
Vocabulary, and shall issue them only upon proper written appli- 
cation. He shall provide all forms of application, receipts and 
other documents necessary to account for the same, and shall keep 
a record of all copies issued, and to whom issued. 


RULE 2. Receipts for the Official Standard of the Work or 
the Vocabulary shall be given on such forms as may be prescribed 
by the Grand Secretary. Immediately on receipt of a copy of either, 
the brother receiving the same shall sign proper receipt, which 
shall be transmitted to the Grand Secretary promptly. 


RuLE 3. The Vocabulary shall be issued only to Secretaries 
of our subordinate lodges, who shall receipt therefor and be held 
responsible for the same. He shall transfer the Vocabulary, so 
issued to him, to his successor in office and take his receipt for 
the same. In the event he is unable, for any cause to deliver to 
his successor the copy of the Vocabulary in his possession, the 
Master of his lodge shall take up his copy of the Vocabulary and 
re-issue it to his successor in office, taking his receipt for the 
same which shall be forwarded immediately to the Grand Secre- 
tary. 

RuLE 4. Only each of those in the following categories are 
qualified to apply for and obtain the loan of one copy of the Of- 
ficial Standard of the Work, to-wit: Masters, Senior Wardens, 
Junior Wardens, Senior Deacons and Junior Deacons of our sub- 
ordinate lodges; Grand Lodge Line officers, District Deputy 
Grand Masters; members of the Board of Custodians; Assistant 
Grand Lecturers; Certified Lecturers, and Certified Instructors, 
while they occupy the said offices and positions and while they 
are qualified as indicated in this Rule. 


174 PROCEEDINGS OF THE 


RULE 5. (a). At the installation of officers following the 
annual election, each retiring officer elective or appointive in the 
Grand Lodge and in our subordinate lodges shall deliver to his 
successor in office the copy of the Official Standard of the Work 
held:by him, and in the event his successor has a copy, then the 
retiring officer shall transfer his copy to а new officer entitled 
to the same, who does not have a copy, and the successor so re- 
ceiving the Official Standard of the Work shall sign the pre- 
seribed receipt therefor, which shall be forwarded immediately to 
the Grand Secretary. It is the purpose of this paragraph to make 
it possible for a brother to retain the same copy of the Official 
Standard of the Work originally issued to him so long as he is 
entitled to have the use of the same under Rule No. 4. 


(b). In ease а brother, who holds a copy of the Official 
Standard of the Work under Rule 4, should vacate his office or lose 
the qualification which entitles him to the use of а copy of the 
Official Standard of the Work, due to death, resignation, lapse 
of certificate, or for any other cause, then the Master of his lodge 
shall take up the copy of the Official Standard of the Work held by 
such brother and either forward it to the Grand Secretary, or 
re-issue it to a brother who fills the vacancy, if any, and take a 
receipt for the same, which receipt he shall forward to the Grand 
Secretary immediately. 


RULE 6. No writing, marking or notations of any nature 
whatsoever shall be made in or upon any copy of either the Of- 
fieial Standard of the Work or the Vocabulary, and it shall be 
the duty of any District Deputy Grand Master or any Assistant 
Grand Lecturer or any Certified Lecturer, at any time, to call for 
any copy of either, and to examine the same to determine whether 
this Rule has been violated; and if it has been violated, he shall 
immediately take up such copy marked in violation hereof, and 
forward the same at once to the Grand Secretary, and report his 
action to the Grand Master without delay. (See also Regulation 
No. 288, Paragraph (g) 4, 1945.) 


Коте 7. In сазе of loss or destruction of either the Official 
Standard of the Work or the Vocabulary, the Grand Secretary 
shall be notified immediately, giving a full report of the circum- 
stances surrounding the said loss or destruction. 


RULE 8. Neither the Official Standard of the Work nor the 
Voeabulary shall be used in any lodge while conferring the de- 
grees, nor at any time in coaching or instructing candidates. 


RuLE 9. Neither the Official Standard of the Work nor the 
Vocabulary shall be issued to one entitled to the use of the same 
under those Rules, unless applied for in writing on the proper 
form. 


Enclosed are forms of application which should properly be 
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filled out and mailed to the Grand Secretary, if your lodge desires 
the loan of the Official Standard of the Work or the Vocabulary. 
The Master, the Senior Warden, the Junior Warden, the Senior 
Deacon and the Junior Deacon desiring a copy must each sign the 
application for the Official Standard of the Work, and the Sec- 
retary must sign the application for the Vocabulary. Each appli- 
cation must bear the imprint of the seal of the lodge.
